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REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 



Washington, D. C, June SO ^ 1902. 

Gentlemen: I have the hooor to submit the following statement 
relative to public health in the District of Columbia and relative to 
the work of the health department during the year ended June 30, 
1902, being the twenty -third annual report of the health department. 



VITAL STATISTICS. 



POPULATION. 



The population of the District of Columbia at the middle of the 
fiscal year 1901-2, as estimated by the health department, was as fol- 
lows: White, 198,319; colored, 88,507; total, 286,826. These figures 
have been used in all computations in this report into which the pop- 
ulation of the District of Columbia enters as a factor. An analysis of 
this estimated population by sex and race, and to a certain extent b}' 
Mfe, based on the presumption that the ratios between the various 
elements of the population and the population as a whole remain as 
they were when the Federal census was taken in 1900, is shown in the 
following table:

These figures show a decrease since 1900-1901 in the death rate of 
the population aa a whole and of the white and the colored elements 
of it: In the general death rate, from 21.83 to 20.73; in the death rate 
for the white population, from 17.82 to 16.43; and in the death rate 
for the colored {wpulation, from 30.73 to 30.37. The death rate for 
the past year for the population as a whole is below the avei-a^e annual 
deam rate during the past ten years and does not differ matenaily from 
the death rate for any year during that period, except 1897-98, when 
the death rate was but 19.48. The death rate for the white popula- 
tion is below the corresponding average annual death rate during the 
past ten years and is lower than any annual death rate during that 
period, except 1897-98, when the death rate for the white popuhtion 
was but 16.54. There was, however, no material improvement during 
the year in the death rate for the colored population; this death rate, 
30.37. was not only above the corresponding average annual death 
rate during the past ten years, but has neen exceeded m onl^'one year 
since 1893-94 and then, 1900-1901, the death rate was but ijlightly 
higher, 30.73.

Arranged in a descending scale according to death rates are, first, 
colored males; second, colored females; third, white males; and, fourth, 
white females. 

The average age at death of all decedents was 36 years, 1 month, 
and 1 day. Of white decedents the average age at death was 42 years, 
2 months, and 19 days, and of colored decedents 28 years, 7 months, 
and 24 days. Among both white and colored decedents the average 
age of females was in excess of the average age of males. AU of the 
averages above referred to are in excess of the corresponding figures 
for last year except the average age of colored females, which is some- 
what lower. 

One of the most important factors influencing the average age at 
death of the community as a whole or of any particular portion of it 
is the number of deaths occurring in the earlier years of life. The 
following statement shows the number of deaths which occurred among 
children m the first year of life and among those in the first five yeai*s 
of life, and the corresponding death rates, calculated on the basis of 
the estimated juvenile population. As these death rates are based on 
an estimated population tney can be considered at best but approxi- 
mate, but it IS certain from these figures that the death rate of the 
colored race in the earlier years of life is appalling.

The excessive death rate among colored children does not account 
altogether for the diflference between the average ages at death of the 
two races, for a corresponding difference is noticeable when we deter- 
mine the average ages of such decedents alone as have passed the fifth 
year of life. The 6a.lance remains in favor of the white race until the 
ninetieth year has been reached. Then it shifts in favor of the colored* 
Twenty-five white decedents and 29 colored decedenta^w^T^^^^xXfe^^^ 
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90 years of age and over, and 1 white docedent and 6 colored were : 
reported as 100 and more j'ears of age. The most pliiusible explana- 
tion of thia anomalous condition is that the age records of the older 
colored people are unreliable, to a certain extent, l>ecause of the cir- 
cumstances surrounding their birth and education. 

The death rates among children under 1 and under 5 years of age 
are particularly important. Deaths among children are apt to be due 
to local causes, such as bad food, improper housing, defective cloth- 
ing, and ignorance and poverty on the part of parents; they are not 
so likely to be influenced by fai'tors such as occupation, variations 
in the age composition of the community, accumulation of invalids 
from other places in local institutions, etc., which play a more or less 
important part in modifying the death I'ate of adults and which yet 
have no relation to the general sanitary condition of the locality. 
Notwithstanding the increased population the number of deaths which 
occurred in this District during the year among children under 1 year 
of age was less than the number of corresponding deaths which occurred 
during any one of the past ten years. This decrease was due to a 
decrease in the number of deaths during this period of life in both the 
white and the colored population. A corresponding improvement 
appears in the entire population under 5 years of age. 

Season plays an important part in modifying the infantile death rate, 
as is shown by the following statement:

The increase in the average daily number of deaths during warm 
weather is duo almost altogether to the increase in the number of 
deaths of children less than 1 year old. The daily mortality among 
persons 5 years of age and over has been greater during the past 
year in the winter and early spring than during the heated season. 
The only exception to this statement has reference to the average daily 
mortality during the month of July in the adult population, which was. 
however, due to unusual conditions prevailing during the early part of 
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FiuinhtT (if dcath-s from 



tiiBt month, wbii-h resulted in an ex 
"Uit^troke. 

Thp usual increasf in the iiumlier of deaths during July, due largely 
to diarrhtal di.-Tenses. wa« augmented during the past year by an 
uniLsiial iiumlwr of deaths from sunstroke, Diaeaues of tne respira- 
tory system, chiefly pneumonia, were reaponMible for the increase in 
the death rate during the winter and spring months, Informatiuu as 
to the number of deaths whieh ot-currea each day, a general statement 
ft«lothe chai-acter of such deaths, and a statement of the prevailing 
meteorological conditions appear in the appendix. A satement show- 
ing tlie distribution of mortality by squares and by sutiurban set- 
tlrtaents is appended. Unfortunately, it is impossible to append a 
statement showing the corresponding distribution of population. 

Analyzing the mortality with reference to the character of the dis- 
eases responsible for it we find the following conditions;

The number of deaths from typhoid fever during the year was larger 
not only than the number of deaths .during the year preceding, but was 
considerably above the average number of deaths per annum during 
the past decade. In onlv one year during that period has the figure 
for the past twelve months been exceeded. 

Deatli from measles decreased, but fatal cases of whooping cough 
and of broncho pneumonia increased. The mortality from whooping 
cough, 99, exceeded that charged against any other 3^ear during the 
past decade. The average during that period was but 58.1. 

Deaths from grippe fell from 181 to 67. It is probable that this 
decrease is closelv associated with the decrease in the number of deaths 
from pulmonary tuberculosis from 933 to 817. It is possible, however, 
that tne apparent decrease in the number of deaths from tuberculosis 
is explained in part by the increase in the number of deaths charged 
against pneumonia and pulmonary congestion. 

Deaths from malignant tumors during the past year exceeded the 
deaths from the same cause during any one of the pas^ ten years. The 
average number of deaths per annum during the decade was- 166.7; 
the number which occurred during the past 3'ear was 211. The only 
figures which in any way approach those for last year are the figures 
for the two years immediately preceding, prior to which the largest 
number of deaths recorded from malignant tumors in any one year of 
the decade was but 177. The cause for this increase in the number of 
malignant tumors is, of course, unknown. 

The records show a geneml decrease in deaths due to diseases of 
the brain. Fatal cases of meningitis fell from 1()7 to 71; from cerebral 
congestion, from 37 to 14; from cerebral hemorrhage, from 269 to 242; 
from cerebral softening, from 27 to 14; and from general paralvsis, 
from 12 to 6. Deaths of children, due to convulsions, decreased from 
93 to 46, and those due to lockjaw of infants fell from 23 to 15. 

Deaths due to inflammation of the stomach apparently increased. 
Whether this increase is or is not related to the apparent decrease in 
the number of deaths from alcoholism and delirium tremens is an open 



Suestion. The nuuilier of deaths fi-om diarrbL'a anil inflammation of 
w bowels was, too, largely in excess of the average number of deatiia 
fnim the same causes during recent years. The average numl>cr of 
di-atlis per annuDi from these causes during the paat decade, among 
children under '2 years of age, has bt'en 326.2; the number of deaths 
recorded last year was 35S. Among pensons 3 years of age and older 
the averaffe number of deaths annually has been 49.5; the number 
recorded during the past year was SS. ^Dysentery, however, which is 
tecbnicaliy cla^d apart from other inflammations of the bowels, 
diowed a decrease both among infanta and among older people. 

Malarial fever in a fatal form was less prevalent last year than aur- 
ae any other recent period. The number of deaths recorded from 
this disease was 35. The average per annum during the past decade 
was 56.C. 

Bright's disease and inflammation of the kidneys were responsible 
(or 34:6 deaths, being the largest recent annual mortality from these 
causes. The average number of deaths per annmn during the past 
<!ccade has been 255. If puerperal eclampsia lie classed with diseases 
involving defect of renal runetion not occurring during gestation, the 
increase m the prevalence of such diseases is even more marked. The 
number of deaths from puerperal eclampsia recorded in 1900-1901 was 
13; the number reeorded during the past year was 33. Cystitis, too, 
ihons an increase in the number of fatal eases, from 13 to 1!>. The 
number of deaths recorded against arterio-sclerosis during the past 
year numl>ered 35; during the preceding year, 23. The largest num- 
W recorded during any one of the eight remaining years of Bie decade 
was 7 and the average per annum during the entire decade was but 7.0. 
The past year haJ9 shown, also, a larger numlwr of deaths recorded 
from dial>ctes than any recent period; 26 deaths from this disease were 
recorded last year, 25 during the year preceding, and 24 in 1898-99. 
The largest number recorded in any of the seven remaining years was 
17 and the avei-age number of deaths per annum during tlic decade 
from diabetes was 17.5. What the causes of the increased prevalence 
of the diseases mentioned in this paragraph are it is impossible to 
determine, and in the light of present knowledge little or nothing can 
be done by the State for their prevention. 

The increase in the number of deaths incident to causes prevailing 
during the earliest periods of life is worthy of observation, although 
the causes are inexplicable. During the past jear 7 deaths were 
recorded as due to hydrocephalus; in the prccedmg year there were 
none. In the past year 21 deaths were recorded as due to atelectasis; 
m the precedmg year but 11. During the past year 5 deaths were 
recorded as due to prolapse of the umbilical cord during delivery; in 
the preceding year none. And, finally, 183 deaths were recorded as 
dne simply to premature birth, while during the preceding year but 
148 were charged to this cause. There was an increase, therefore, in 
' laths from these four causes, taken together, of 35.85 per cent. 

The past year has shown a larger number of deaths from street rail- 
way accidents, 10, than occurrca duri ng any other recent yejir. The 
average annual number of deaths from this cause during the past 
decade has been 7.3. Steam railroads were responsible for 19 deaths, 
a ruimher slightly in excess of the average for the past ten years, 17.5. 
1 burns and scalds were much less frequent than during the pre- 
ding year, the recorded deaths having decreased from 27 to 14. 
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The excessive mortality from sunstroke was due to the excessive 
heat which prevailed during the verv beginning of the year. One 
hundred and three deaths were recorded as due to this cause alone, 
being approximately twice as many as were recorded during the year 
before. 

Deaths from suicides. SO in alK were less frequent than usual. The 
average number of deaths from this cause during the jmst ten years 
has been 3*1.8. 

In view of the fact that a large portion of the population of the Dis- 
trict is of African descent and that these people, taken as a whole, 
have continuouslv presented a death rate in excess of the death rate of 
the white race, the following statement is presented to show the dis- 
eases chiefly responsible for the excessive mortality among the colored 
portion of the community*:

With three exceptions, the ratios given above weigh heavily against 
the colored ra(*e. The moilality tables show, of course, many special . 
death mtes among whites which are in excess of the corresponding 
figures for colored people. The diseases upon which such death rates 
are based are, however, generally those from which few deaths 
occurred, in many cases but one or two, so that no fair conclusions 
can l>e drawn as to the greater susceptibility of white people. 

The excessive mortality of the colored race begins with earliest 
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infancy; the ratio between the death rates for white and for colored 
from premature births is as 1 to 2.26. The corresponding ratio from 
congenital debility is as 1 to 2.51; from malnutrition and marasmus, 
as 1 to 2.24; and from rickets, as 1 to 29. Childbearing is fraught, 
too, with peculiar dangers to colored" women. The ratio between the 
death rates for white and for colored from puerperal eclampsia is as 1 
to 3.13; from puerperal peritonitis, as 1 to 1.46; and from puerperal 
septicaemia, as 1 to 4.20. Disorders of the bowels among white 
children under 2 veal's of age caused a death rate which compared 
with the corresponding death rate among colored children as 1 to 3.40. 
The relative incidence of fatal cases of convulsions of children on the 
white and colored races is as 1 to 4.64. The relative incidence of 
hereditary syphilis is as 1 to 3.14. 

Deaths from whooping cough were relatively somewhat less than 
one-third as frequent among wnite persons as among colored, and the 
death rates from broncho-pneumonia in the two races, taken in the 
order just mentioned, were as 1 to 3.23. The ratio between the death 
rates of the white and colored races from acute bronchitis is as 1 to 5.02; 
from pneumonia, as 1 to 2.63; from generalized tuberculosis, as 1 to 
3.42; from tuberculosis of the lungs, as 1 to 2.72; and from abdom- 
inal tuberculosis, as 1 to 2.27. Deaths from rheumatism were more 
frequent among colored people, in the proportion of 1 to 1.63. 
Inflammations of the heart, terminating fatally, were, wh(»n considered 
in connection with the population, nearly twice as prevalent among 
colored people as among whites and the death rate from valvular 
heart disease in the white race compares with the death rate from the 
same cause among the colored people as 1 to 2.27. Fatal cases of 
inflammations of the kidneys were relatively more prevalent among 
our colored j)opulation. The death rate from typhoid fever among 
white people is to the death rate from the same disease among the col- 
ored as 1 to 1.51. The corresponding figures for malarial diseases are 
1 to 1.63. Fatal accidents have, during the past year, l)een relatively 
more frequent in the colored race, the mtio being 1 to 1.11. The ratio 
of d^ths from suicide is, however, reversed; deaths from this cause 
among white people, compared with corresponding similar deaths among 
colored, is as 1 to 0.25. It may be said even that relatively more 
colored people than white people die from old age, but a possible 
explanation of this anomaly nas been given elsewhere. 

The white race appears to have been during the past year more 

Srone to deaths from alcoholism than were the colored people. The 
eath rate from alcoholism and delirium tremens among white persons 
comjmred with the death rate from the same causes among colored as 
1 to 0.15. The death rate among whites from cirrhosis of the liver, 
commonly regarded as an outcome of the continuous use of alcoholic 
liquors, compared with the death rate of the colored race from the 
same cause, as 1 to 0.20. 

One curiously inclined might take the foregoing figures and others 
similar thereto and determine with more or less accuiacy what the death 
rate in the District of Columbia would have been if the colored popu- 
lation were in part or in whole replaced by white people. The sug- 
festions which nave been made from time to time that the supposedly 
igh death rate in the District of Columbia, when compared with the 
death rates of other cities, is due to the presence of a large colored 
population suggests, too, that such a computation might give results 
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of value, inasmuch as it would enable a comparison to be made between 
the death rates referred to fairer than is otherwise possible. 

The health department finds, however, no sufficient basis for the 
belief that the presence of a large number of people in the District of 
Columbia who are of African descent is of itself a sufficient cause for 
a high death rate. The colored population of this District represents 
to a large extent those engaged in severe manual labor, often under 
conditions involving undue exertion and great exposure to inclement 
weather. It represents, too, that portion of the community most 
ignorant of the laws of hygiene and least able by reason of poverty 
and ignorance to live in accordance with such laws. This is true not 
only of the present generation, but of its ancestors. It is believed that 
the high death rate among our colored people, while possibly due in 
part to the comparatively recent transplantation of the race to this 
country, is due largeljr to defects of constitution produced by long- 
continued insanitary living and by attacks on such susceptible consti- 
tutions by insanitary living at the present time. There is a certain 
portion of every community subject to the operations of these same 
causes. The poor and ignorant laboring class in the District of Colum- 
bia happens to be more or less distinctly marked out along race lines 
and its death rate is, therefore, separately determined. 

The poor and ignorant laboring class elsewhere is usually not of a 
peculiar race and the mortality in it is not definitely known. Until 
comparisons have been made between these similar classes of different 
communities, determined by other than race lines, it seems hardly 
proper to charge our Afro- Americans, as such, with the responsibility 
for an undue mortality. It is unwise, too, to conclude that the deatn 
rate of the District of Columbia is relatively high solely because of the 
presence of a large number of colored people m the communitv. On 
the other hand, the best interests of the community demand that the 
most active measures possible be adopted to remove such conditions ad 
are responsible for any undue mortality existing among our poor people 
as a class, whether white or colored; such conditions, for instance, as 
improper housing, lack of facilities for personal cleanliness, and gen- 
eral ignorance of sanitary- laws. 

RETURNS OF BIRTHS. 

The total number of births reported during the past 3^ear was 4,761. 
The average number reported annually during the past ten years has 
been 4,697. The number of births reported m the white population 
was 2,904, and in the colored 1,857. The corresponding averages 
were 28.09 and 18.89. Of the births reported among the whites 111 
were illegitimate, and of those reported among the colored, 468. 

RETURNS OF STILLBIRTHS. 

The total number of stillbirths reported was 581 — among the whites 
172, and among the colored 373, and of unknown race 36. The class 
last mentioned represents stillborn children delivered in the earlier 
months of gestation, whose remains are found on street corners and 
other similar places — cases which come under the cognizance of the 
coroner. 
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The regulation requiring marriages to be reported to the health 
department was repealed by an oi-der of the Commissioners on Jan- 
oari," ri, 1902. Up to that tinit' 8HS uiarriagen had heen reported 
ftinoDg white people and 374 among t-olored. 

The recommendation repeatedly made by this department that mar- 
riage license.^ be issued to ministers designated by name instead of 
"to any minister of the gospel authonzeo to solemnize marriages," 
having been enacted in the recent amendment to the code of laws in 
this District, the record of marriages in the office of the clerk of the 
supreme court of the District should hereafter be i-omplete. 

RECORDS AND TRANSCRIPTS, 

Five hundred and seventy-nine transcripts from the records of 
births, deaths, and marriages have been issued during the year. Of 
these, 13 were furniahed without fee, as follows:

OFFICIAI. REGISTERS. 

Under authority of the act regulating the practice of medicine, 52 
physicians registered during the year. Fortj -five had licenses issued 
;-»y the board of medical supeniaors after examination, and 7 licenses 
ifisued on the basis of registration at the health office prior to the 
enactment of the law which now regulates the practice of medicine. 
So far as i.'i known to the health department, 14 physicians whose names 
appeared on its register died during the year, and the total number 
■low legally qualified to practice in this District is, as nearly as can be 
*ieterminea, 1.178, 

Under authority of the medical practice act, i midwivca registered, 
3 licensed by the board of medical supervisors after examinatitin, and 
1 licensed by the same board by virtue of prior registration at the 
Walth department. The total number of licensed midwives was, at 
the end oi the year, 134. 

Thirty-two dentists registered on the basis of certificates issued by 
the board of dental examiners, under authority of the act regulating 
Ihe practice of dentistry. The official register of dentists now con- 
tains 458 names. 

Five undertakers have registered during the year, making the total 
number of names appearing under the register of undertakers 130. 

PRIVATE noaPITALS. 

The records of the health department show no change either in the 
number, character, or location of the private hospitals in this District.

CEMETERIES. 

No new cemeteries have been eateblished. One, known as the Jones 
Chapel Cemetery, was, on March 8, 1902, formally abandoned. 

ANATOMICAL MATERIAL. 

The distribution of material for the promotion of anatomical science 
was by law intrusted to the health department until April 2SI, 1903. 
On that date an act for the promotion of anatomical science and to 
prevent the desecration of graves in the District of Columbia was 
passed, embodying the features heretofore recommended by the health 
aeparlment as proper amendments to the then exir^ting law. 

This act, which is printed at length in the appendix, transferred the 
responsibility for the proper distribution and use of anatomical 
material to a board, known as the anatomical board of the District of 
Columbia, created to have general supervision over such mattery. The 
origin of the material offered during that part of the year when the 
distribution thereof was under the supervision of the health depart- 
ment, and the manner in which the material so offered was distributed, 
is shown in the following statement. In addition to the bodies dis- 
posed of lis indicated in this statement, six bodies were delivered to 
the anatomical board in accordance with law. For information as to 
the manner in which these bodies were distributed reference must be 
made to the records of that board. 
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CONTAOIODS DISEASES. 



The decrease in the prevalence of scarlet fever noted in previous 
reports continued during the past year; at no time since 189ti-t47 have 
BO few casec been reported. The white race was the chief sufferer 
from this disease. The records of the health department nhow that 
344 persons suffered from scarlet fever during the year, of whom .120 
were white and 24 colored. With the decreased ])revalence, how- 
ever, there was an increased severity, the percentage of fatal cases 
bein^ greater than at any time since 1893-M. Data Hhowing the 
relative prevalence and severity of scarlet fever in the District of 
Columbia during the past nine years appear in the following table:

DIPHTHERIA. 



Diphtheria has been less prevalent during the year than at anytime 
since 1895-96, the cases reported numbering but 598. This disease 
has been, as usual, more prevalent in the white population, as appears 
from the table below. Of the reported cases of aiphtheria, 85, or 14.21 
per e^nt, terminated fatally, representing an increase of 2.37 per cent 
since 1900-1901, but yet remaining considerably below the correspond- 
ing figure for any previous year. The danj^r of death from this 
disease, when it once exists, appears to be considerably greater among 
colored persons than among white. During the year, however, the 
fatality of the disease among colored people appears to have been less 
than at any previous time, although its fatality among the whites is 
considerably m excess of its fatality during the preceding year. The 
relative prevalence and severity of diphtheria during uie past nine 
years is snown in the following table:

Of the reported cases of diphtheria 145, or 24.25 per cent, were 
treated in the isolating wards connected with the hospitals mentioned 
above. The isolation ward at Garfield Memorial Hospital provided, 
moreover, temporary accommodations pending diagnosis for 9 persons 
suspected of having diphtheria. 

The total number of cultures examined in connection with the diph- 
theria service during the past year was 2,360. Nine hundred and 
forty -two were primary cultures, submitted by attending physicians 
in order to assist in the diagnosis of doubtful cases, and of these 347, 
or 36.73 per cent, showed aiphtheria bacilli. 



DISINFECTION SERVICE. 



Routine work in the disinfection service in connection with scarlet 
fever and diphtheria has been continued during the past year. A 
special effort nas been made, too, to secure the disinfection of premises 
which have been occupied by consumptives. The entire nunber of 
premises disinfected in whole or in part was 879. The number of 
articles removed to the municipal disinfecting station for treatment 
was 5,460. 
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The isolation wards connected with Garfield Memorial Hospital have 
accoiDDiodatcd during the past year 204 patients suffering from minor 
coutagioiis diseases, cnietly dipbtbcria. One hundred and seventy-three 
patients were treated wholly at public expense; the remaining 31 were 
able to pay more or less toward defraying the cost of treatment. In 
the isolation ward connected with Providence Hospital 39 cases of 
minor contagious diseases, chiefly scarlet fever, have been cared for. 
Thirty wore treated at public expense and 9 paid in whole or in part 
fortheiraccommodatious. The total appropriation for the maintenance 
of the isolation wards connected with Garfield Memorial Hospital dur- 
ing the year was $6,000. The cost per patient per d^ for such 
patients as were treated at public expense was, therefore, ¥2.23. The 
appropriation for the isolation ward at Providence Hospital was 
$4,000, and the cost per patient per day for free patients was $3.44. 
No fair comparison can t)e drawn between the relative economy of 
administration of the two institutions from the above £gures because 
of the various expenses of maintenance which remain the same whether 
the patients under treatment he many or few, so that the cost per 
patient per day in any case is bound to he greater if only a small. num- 
ber of patients be treated than if the number of patients under treat- 
ment he increased. 



On February 4, 1902, an act was passed to requii-o easet* of typhoid 
iever occurring in the District of Columbia to be reported to the health 
department. Circular letters were promptly prepai-ed and mailed to 
the address of each registered physician notifying him of the enact- 
ment of this law and inclosing such blanks as wem necessary to enable 
faim to comply therewith. It is I'crtain, however, that some, probably 
maoy, case*i of this disease were not reported in the period immedi- 
ately following the enactment of the law and that no fair conclusions 
u to the prevalence or severity of the disease can be drawn from the 
reports that were then mtide. At the close of the year, however, it is 
believed that the requirement* of this statute are generally undei-stood 
and that the returns made hereafter will represent with a reasonable 
de^ee of a<vuracy the actual number of cases of typhoid fever under 
treatment. 

The investigations as to the origin of such cases as were repoiied 
ior to June 30, 1902, have yielded no information worthy of recoi-d. 
Further details relative to scarlet fever, diphtheria, and typhoid 
iver, the disinfection service, and the isolation wards for minor con- 
^ious diseases appear in the report of the medical sanitary inspector, 
■mted at length in the appendix. 



The smallpo.v hospital has lK>cn opwn at intervals during the entire 
period covei'ed by this report. At ihe beginning of the year one 
pHtient was under treatment and 39 cases have been admitted since 
that time. Of these cases. 39 were discharged cured and died, 
leaving the hospital closed at the end of the year. Some of the^e 
s originated through infection in this jurisdiction but some con 
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tracted the disease elsewhere and either first manifested symptoms 
after coming into this jurisdiction or entered while such symptoms 
wero present. Willful and negligent disregard by persons suffering 
from smallpox or by persons who have been exposed to that disease 
have here, a.s elsewhere, had less to do with the spread of smallpox 
than has failure to recognize the nature of the disease. Hiis is not to 
l>e wondered at in view of the almost entire absence of smallpox for 
so many 3'ears. Diagnosis has been uncertain in many cases, even in 
the hand of physicians, l)ecause very many physicians have had no 
opportunity to see the disease. In oi*der tlmt this condition might be 
done away with as fur as practicable the health department has offered 
to phvsicians and to medical students about to graduate opportunities 
of seeing cases of smallpox in the smallpox hospital under suitable 
restrictions. Such opportunities have, however, been almost entirely 
neglected. 

In the intervals during the past year when no patients have been 
under treatment the smalmox hospital has been renovated throughout 
The general condition of the institution is now satisfactory. The 
existing stable should, however, l)e replaced by a proper structure, 
and convenience of lulministration would be aided by providing a suit- 
able niortuarv for use should occasion arise. 

Attention is again invited to the need for proper accommodations 
for the isolation of p<?rsous who have been exposed to smallpox or who 
are suffering from symptoms resembling that disease, pending the 
development of such symptoms, that will jwrmit a definite diagnosis or 
pending the expiration of the ordinary incubation period of smallpox. 
The facilities which exist at the ({uarantine station for the accommo- 
dation of such cases are not adapted to their present use and should be 
replac*ed by suitable at^commodations as soon as practicable. 

TlTBERCrUWIH. 

During the past year the health department has prepared for gen- 
eral distribution a circular relative to the prevention of the spread of 
consumption. In order to secure, if possible, the disinfection of 
premises which have been occupied by consumptives the department 
now sends to each physician who certifies to a death from consump- 
tion a letter suggesting th(* advisability of disinfecting the apartment 
in which such death occurred, and offering to do such work if properly 
authorized. Incidentally the di^jMirtnuMit offers to disinfect any apart- 
ment which has been vacated by a consumptive. 

The future limitation of tuberculosis will depend largely on the edu- 
cation of the public relative to the methods by which this disease is 
disseniinat(*d. Regulations restrictinjj^ expectoration accomplish some- 
thing toward such education even aside from their value in relieving 
the public from that which is certainly objectionable from the stano- 
point of cleanliness, and which is, to a certain extent at least, danger- 
ous. The health department renc^ws the recommendation heretofore 
made for the promulgation of a regulation forbidding expectorating 
on paved sidewalks and footpaths in this district. The department 
believes that great ultimate good can be accomplished through the edu- 
cation of school children relative to the spread of tuberculosis and of 
other communicable diseases, and recomiiKMids that the Commissioners 
bring the matter to the attention of the board of education with a view 
to securing this result.

Thirteen cases of rabie« iiio known to have oi'ciirred among dogs 
during the past veal', all verified liy inoculation t<!«t.s. One woman 
died m>ni rabies following tbu bite of a dog whu^h was never captured, 
and which, therefore, owmg to tbo alxjencp of ino<^^ulation te.sts, in not 
included in the □uml)er mentioned above. 

There were two outbreaks of hog cholera, each limited to a single 
form. 

Tuberculosis, of course, cwntiniies to prevail among dairy cattle as 

ual. 

There is no record of the occurrence of any cjuse of glanders, 
although doubtloHS some such cases have existed. 
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Since the discontinuance of the i^sue of permits to rope off streets 
the purpose of securing q^uiet for persons seriously ill, the prac- 

1 has sprung up of permitting the exhibition of signs reouesting in 

the name of the Commissioners that passers-by make as little noise as 
practicable. The exhibition of these signs is not open to such serious 
objection as was the barricade of thoroughfares Ijy ropes. The custom 

liable, however, to lead to abuse, as tnere arc no effective means of 
determining in any imjwirtial way the necessity for such interference 
.,witfa the rights of the public. On the whole, however, the existing 
Ijuethod of attempting to diminish noise is better than that which 
' jormerly prevailed, and possibly the occasioniil inconvenience to which 
the public will be unnecessarily suMected by the needless exhibition 
of such signs will be more than offset by the iwaco of mind which 
such signs affoi-d to the families of the patient, even when they do not 
accomplish anytliing toward the relief of the patient himself. 



CHEMICAL 



H^ Through the itdditiuiial inspectors providexi fur in the appropriation 
H^or the past year, and through the special appropriation made for the 
^unforcement of the laws relating to the manufacture and sale of adul- 
^pte rated foods and for the support of the chemical laboratory, the 
volume of work done in the chemical laboratory has been greater dur- 
ing the past twelve months than at any other time in the history of 
the department. The total number of samples analyzed was 5,696. 
During the preceding year it was but 1.206, Four thousand seven 
Lbundred and thirty-seven samples of nnlk and 334 samples of cream 
irere anal^'zed during the past twelve months while during the year 
■|>receding but TT6 samples of the former and 5t> samples of the latter 
|were tested. The analyses made by the chemical laiwratory included 
I (or the police department and 2 for the coroner, all designed to assist 
' 1 the detei'tion or crime. 

As the result of analyses, 320 cases were referred to the city solic- 
tor for prosecution in the police court. Eighty-six cases have been 
ried during the year and convictions secured m 78 ini^nces. The 
ines imposed amounted to Wr70, and the collaterals forfeited, 81,120. 
" "_iires are merely approximate. Within the past year, for the 
tBt time, action has been taken to require the proper labeling of 
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extmrts, otr. As this work in only fairly under ¥rav at the close of 
th<'. ycMir. }i dotinit4> sttitcment as to the results accomplished can not be 
inacfo. 

FurthtM* information relative to the work done in the chemical labo- 
ratory appears in the report of the chemist, in the appendix. 

8ANITARY AND FOOD INSPECTION. 

The tables whic*h have usually appeared in the body of this report, 
showing the nunil)er and character of nuisances which have oeen 
abated at the instance of the health department and the quantity and 
variety of food, inchiding marine products, which have been con- 
dcnincd, arc this year transferred to the appendix, and will hereafter 
In' i)iiblish(Hl in that portion of the annual report of the health ofBcer. 

The ordci* of thcConmiissionersof January' 2, 1902,amendin^the ordi- 
nance of the hite l)oard of health of the District of Columbia entitled 
'Mm ordinance to prevent the sale of unwholsome food in the cities of 
Wa^hin^ton and (icorjifotown/" so as to extend its provisions to the 
entire District of Columbia, has aiforded an additional safegiurd to 
public luMilth. The sjuno may be said of the other amendment effected 
by tlui same order, renuiring the removal of the hides and hoofs from 
carcasses of lainl»s l)eTore stile. 

The ainendinent of the ordinance just mentioned, by which the dis- 
tribution of siunples of medicine, etx\, in doorways has l)een forbid- 
d(Mi, diminishes tlie danger of cases of accidental poisoning of greater 
or less severity liable to result by samples of this sort finding their 
vvav into the hands of children. 

l/irt'HiiH-k innihviUm, — The difficulty of satisfactorily inspecting live 
stock intended tor slaughter, which was referred to in the last report, 
has not diminished during the past year, but the health department 
has been bett(*r abh* to meet the situation owing to the increase in the 
number of veterinary surgeons connei'ted with the department. The 
insp(»rti()n of live stock is now beginning to approach a fairly satisfac- 
tory bjisis, although nuich remains to be done.

wial appropriation niade April 7, 1902, to provide for the expense 
their enforcement, have done niuth toward establishing the inspee- 
ion of dairies and dairy farms and the control of the food supply on 
I satisfactory basiH. One of the inspectors referred to is stationed 
SermsncDtly at Leesbui^, Va., from which place he inspects the dairy 
^nns in that region. The remaiuiuc three inapectors have been em- 

loved in the District, one devoting nis entire time to the inspection 

' dairies, another to the collection of samples of milk, etc., and the 

ird assisting in the analyses of such samples as have been procured. 

specially valuable has been the appropriation of $1(X> to enable the 
department to secure special servioea in connection with the enforce- 
ment of the milk and pure-food law*, as needed. This appropriation 
has rendered it possilile to procure samples in suitable cases under 
the identical conditions surrounding the purchase of similar articles 
by citizena and i-endered it impossible to sell one grade of goods to 
inspectors of the health department and another to customers. 

It is greatly to be regretted that the efforts of the department to 
secure certain needed amendments to the law regulating the sale of 
milk were unsuccessful. The increased inspection force will, to a cer- 
tain extent, offset defects in existing law, but can not do so altogether. 

Further data relative to the inspection of dairies and dairy farms 
and the collection and analv^is of samples of foods are contained in the 
report of the inspector of live stock and dairy farms and the report of 

ftlie chemist, printed in the appendix. 
I Snwhi inspectimi. — From the beginning of the year until the latter 
jfMUt of December the enforcement of the act for the prevention of 
Amoke was made a part of the dutv of the regulaf sanitary inspectors 
of the department. About the end of this penod, however, complaints 
of violations of this law were so numerous and of such a character as 
to lead to the detail of two inspectors for the sole purpose of securing 
general compliance with the act. Through the efforts of these inspect- 
ors and with the a<!tiv6 coopemtion of the corporation counsel and his 
assistants, the volume of dense black and gray smoke emitted into the 
nlmosphere has been greatly diminished. 

The crusade against the smoke nuisance very promptly led to an 
effort to secure the amendment of the existing statute. The provisions 
of the first bill dmfted for this purpose were manifestly such aa to 
effect the repeal of the existing law without providing an etBcient sub- 
stitute. A substitute bill has, however, been passed by the House of 
epreaentatives and is now pending in the Senate. 
A detailed statement of the extent and character of the work done 
toward enforcing the piovisions of the act for the prevention of smoke 
Appears in the appendix in the report of the inspector charged there- 
with. Briefly, it may be said that Sil6 cases were referred bj' the 
healtb department to the corporation counsel for action. Of these 
cases 150 were tried and in 148 conviotions were secured. Fines were 
imposed amounting to $2,465. In four instanc> s the cases were car- 
ried to the court of appeals. Two of these cases were tried jointly 
Wd the enforcement of the law duly sustained by decisions rendered 
May 21). 1902 (30 Washington Law Reporter, 455). The other cases 
•were beard and judgment rendered supporting the law June H'i, 1902 

KI2 Washington Law Repoiier, 515 and517). The latter cases have, 
owever, been carried to the United States Supreme Court. The 
opinions rendered by the court of appeals are printed at length in the 
^ypendix. 
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REMOVAL OF WEEDS. 

The special appropriation available durine the past year for the 
enforcement of the law requiring the removal of weeds permitted the 
employment of three npecial inspectors and the removal of some weedt) 
from the property of nonresidents under the assessment system daring 
the summer of 1901. The work done was, however, insignificant when 
compared with the work left undone. In order to secure the removal 
of weeds generally, in strict compliance with the act referred to, it 
would be necesHary to have an appropriation many times larger than 
that which has been available during tne year. 

With a view to limiting the amount of work to be done under the 
law requiring the removal of weeds and for the purpose of making the 
requirements of the law somewhat more reasonable than they are at 
present, the health department recommended on February 6, 1902, 
that the permissible height of weeds be increased from 4 to 18 inches. 
A hill to accomplish this result has passed the Senate and is now pend- 
ing in the House of Representatives. 



POUND SERVICE. 

The results of the work ac<^omplished in the pound service are shown 
in the following tables. They compare favorably with results accom- 
plished in previous years. Recommendations for the purchase of a 
site for a new pound and for the construction of such an establishment 
are respectfully renewed.

An act to regulate the sale of viruses, serums, toxins, and analogous 
products in the District of Colmnhia. to regulate interstate traffic in 
nid articles, and for other purposea. Approved, July 1, 1902. 
The Commissioners have during the year modified various regula- 
tions relating to public health and to the duties of the health depart- 
ment, as follows: 
On January 2. 1902, an ordinance to revise, consolidate, and amend 
the ordinances of the board of health, to declare what shall be nuisances 
injurious to health, and to provide for the removal thereof, was amended 
hy the insertion of a section designed to prevent the use of olistructed 
plumbing fixtures. 

On Jaruiary a. linyi. the ordinance of the late boivrd of health to 
prevent the sale of unwholesome food was amended so as to make it 
Huplitnhle to the entire District of Columbia; also, so as to require 
Li>DC removal of the hides and hoofs from carcasses of lambs liefore 
kle; and, also, so iik to prevent the Jistribution of medicinal or toxic 
jubstances on public highways, or in private premises without the 
ffionsent of the owners thereof. 

On January 8, IH02, the section of the regulations of the late board 
Itof health to secure a full and correct record of vital statistics, which 
■ required the report of marriages to the health department, was 
■repealet^l. 

BnSCKLLANEOUS. 

FiUratitm of Potomac wttter. — The appropriation made and the 

authority conferred by the appropriation act of July 1, 1902, for the 

execution of the project for tne puritii-ation of the water supply of 

this District seems to insure the early completion of that undertaking. 

Lit can be regarded as definitely settled tnat the completion of this 

■Undertaking will result in a decrease in the prevalence of typhoid fever 

I in the District of Columbia. 

Medical insp^etion ofmAot^t. — It is grejitly to be regretted that no 
■appropriation was made to provide for the expenses of a system of 
^nedical inspection in connection with the public schools of this Dis- 
'rict The advantages of an inspection system of this kind have been 
clearly set forth by those interested in the health of the community 
tod in securing for the school children of this District the advantages 
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accorded to school children in other similar communities, that there 
seems to be every reason to believe that the establishment of an inspec- 
tion service of this character in the District of Columbia can not be 
much longer delayed. It is respectfully recommended that renewed 
efforts be made to secure the appropriation necessary for this end. 

Municipal bath houses. — It is to be regretted, too, that it was not 
found feasible to incorporate in the recently enacted appropriation 
bill any provision for the establishment and maintenance oi public 
baths. The necessity for providing bathing facilities, at least for those 
who have no such facilities in their own homes and whose means do 
not enable them to provide homes with such facilities, is too apparent 
to need argument. 

Anucostia flats. — ^The District may, however, congratulate itself on 
the appropriation which has been made looking toward the improve- 
ment of the Anacostia River. Excluding the project for the purifica- 
tion of the public water supply, which is now well under way, there 
is no public improvement or greater importance to the health of this 
community than the reclamation of the swamps and the removal of 
the flats situated along and in the Anacostia River. 

The health department desires to acknowledge its indebtedness to 
Dr. D. E. Salmon, Chief, Bureau of Animal Industry of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, for the assistance afforded by him in connection 
with the determination of the presence or absence of rabies in cases 
of dogs supposed to have been mad.

BEPOBT OF THE MSDICAL SAHITAET nrSPECTOB. 

Sib: I have the honor to submit the following report relative to the 
2K3irlet fever and diphtheria service for the ^scal year ending June 30, 
1902: During the year the decline in the number of reports cases of 
diphtheria wnich began last year has continued. Only 598 cases have 
b^n reported, against 675 reported last year and 1,109 the year before. 
The percentage of reduction, however, is not nearly as great as that 
of last year, when the decrease was 40 per cent. During the year just 
closed the decline was 11.4 per cent. The cases occurred in the ratio 
of 2.08 per each 1,000 of total population, and as usual the ratio of 
the white cases greatly exceeded that of the colored. The ratio of the 
former was 2.41 and of the latter 1.34 per each 1,000. Of the cases 
85 terminated fatally, making a death rate of 14.2 per cent, which is 
an increase over that of last year of 2.4 per cent. 

The mortality among the colored portion of our population has 
remained about the same, viz, 20.1 per cent, while that of the whites 
has increased from 9.9 per cent to 12.7 per cent. 

The number of colored persons who suffered from this disease was 
119, or 19.9 per cent of the total number. This proportion of colored 
to white cases remains about the same from year to year. 

The number of white persons affected with the disease was 479, of 
whom 61 died. 

Of scarlet-fever cases also there has been a decrease in the number 
reported. There were reported 344 cases, which is 144, or 29.5 per 
cent, less than the number brought to the attention of the department 
the previous year. Of these cases 15 died, making a death rate of 4.3 
per cent, which is a marked increase over that of last year, when the 
rate was only 1.43 per cent. 

The colored cases numbered only 24, of whom 2 died, giving a death 
rate of 8.33 per cent. 

Of white cases 320 were reported, and 13 died, producing a mortality 
rate of 4.06 per cent. 

The ratio of all cases to the totel population was 1.19 per each 1,000, 
while that of the white was 1.61 ana of the colored 0.27 per each 1,000 
of population. 

The usual tables giving the cases and deaths by color and sex for 
each month, and showing ages of cases and decedents, are appended, 
and do not differ materially from the corresponding tables of other 
years. 

The office has continued the work of disinfection, and it is gratify- 
ing to note the increased number of requests for disinfection after cases 
of tuberculosis. 

On the receipt of the certificate of death from tuberculosis a circular 
letter 19 sent to the physician who had charge of the case, suggesting 
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tho advisability of disinfection and informing him that the department 
will do the work if de^^ired. There have been 92 such requests, and it 
is ho]H'd the number will increase until the premises of all cases are 
rendered free of the disease. 

Kx])eriment8 have been made from time to time to test the efficiency 
of our method of disinfection, and the results have invariably been 
{food. In no instance has there been a second case of disease in which 
the cause could Ik) traced to faulty disinfection. 

At the disinfec'tion station 5.460 articles have been rendered free of 
disease ^emiH, as follows:

As a matter of interest, to show the advantage to the public of this 
plant o{>erated by the department, it may be stated that under the old 
system, w^hen each family paid for the goods disinfected at a private 
establishment, the disinfection of these articles would have cost them 
about $3, KK). When to this was added the cost of labor and material 
for house disinfection, it can readily be seen that the saving to the 
public is very great. Another ana yet greater benefit derived by 
the community is having this important work done by skilled hands. 

During the year in the bacteriological laboratory 2,360 cultures 
were examined, of which 942, or 30.9 per cent, were primary. Of the 

Sriniary cultures, 347. or 3().8 per cent, contained the t>acillus of 
iphthoria. There were 243 patients suflfering from minor contagious 
diseases treat<»d in the isolating wanls of the hospitals, as follows:

The total number of hospital days at Garfield was 3,146, as follows: 
Diphtheria, 145 cases, 2,295 days, aveiuging 15.9 each; diphtheria sus- 
pects, 9 cases, 22 days, averaging 2.4 each; scarlatina, 2 cases, 86 days, 
averaging 43 each; measles, 10 cases, 67 days, averaging' 6.7 each; 
erysipelas, 21 cases, 297 days, averaging 14.1 each; pertussis, 12 cases, 
336 uays, averaging 28 each; varicella, 3 cases, 39 days, averaging 
13 each; mumps, 2 cases, 4 davs, averaging 2 each. Of these, 461 
were pay hospital days, divided as follows: Diphtheria, 28 cases, 413 
days, averaging 14.7 each; scarlatina, 1 case, 32 days; erysipelas, 2 
cases, 16 days, aveiuging 8 each. 

At Providence the total number of hospital days was 1,392, as fol- 
lows: Scarlatina, 37 cases, 372 days, averaging 37.1 each; mefisles, 1 
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case, 8 days; erysipelas, 1 case, 12 days. Of these, the pay hospital 
ikys were 231 for 9 cases of scarlatina, avera^ng 25.7 dajs each. 

At the last sessioa of Congress an act was passed providing for the 
report of cases of typhoid fever. Under this law the first cases were 
reported in February, and since that time there have been brought to 
the attention of the department 200 cases, of whom 44 succumbed to 
the disease, making a death rate of 22 per cent. This is probably a 
higher rate than actually exists, for it is certain that all the cases have 
not been reported, owing to the newness of the law and the ignorance 
of physicians regarding it. This last reason should not exist, for on 
the passage of the act a copy of the law and cards for reporting cases 
and recoveries were sent to every registered physician in the District 
of Columbia. Although not of much value, for the reasons given, 
tables of the cases reported and deaths, by months, sex, color, and 
ages, are appended. 

As far as possible these cases have been investigated to ascertain 
the source of infection. To this end our inquiries have been directed 
to the length of illness, absence from city, milk, and water supply. 
So far our investigations have not been productive of results of any 
value. We have not been able to trace the cases to any other source 
and are almost persuaded that in the great majority of cases our Poto- 
mac water is at fault It will be interesting to compare results after 
the installation of the filtration plant.

Of the samplcfj of milk examined, +,li>9 were collected al)out the 
city, 2Sti from the Baltimore and Ohio station, 283 from tlio Southern 
Radway station, while the remaining 26 were Miibmitted by private 
paiiies. 

Of the number of samples of cream examined, 214 were collected 
about the citv, 61 were obtained at the Baltimore and Ohio Htetion, 
£0 from the Southern Kailway station, while the remaining 9 samples 
irere submitted by private parties. 

One thousand four hundred and forty-two samples of milk collected 
about the city were found to contain, less than the legal requirement 
of 3.5 per cent of butter fat, while 92 samples collected from the 
Baltimore and Ohio stiition and 82 from the Southern station were 
found to lie likewise deficient in this respect. These figures correspond 
•pproxiinatoly to 35, 31, and 29 per cent, respectively. 

Of the samples of cream collected about the city, 17+, or 8tJ per 

)nt, were below the legal requirements of 20 per cent butter fat, 

'bile 48, or 78 per cent, of tJiose collected from the Baltimore and 

jOhio station, and 50, or 86 per cent, of those collected from the South- 

larn station, were likewise lound to bo deficient in this respect 

Four hmidred and sixty-three, or 11 per cent, of the samples of milk 
collected about the city were found to contain less than 3 per cent of 
butter fat, while 11 samples from the Baltimore and Ohio station and 
10 samples from the Southern station, approximating 3.5 per cent in 
each instance, were also found to contain leas than 3 per cent of fat. 
the samples of cream examined, 44, or 20 per cent, of those col- 
_.l alwut thocity. 9, or 14 jwr cent, of those collected from the 
tirnore and Ohio station, and 4, or 8 per cent, of those collected from 
Southeni Railway station, contained less thtin 15 per cent of 
ttei-fat 
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For the sale of milk adulterated within the meaning of ^^ an act 
relating to the adulteration of food and drugs in the District of Colom- 
bia," 232 cases were referred to the police court, with the result that 
collateral was forfeited in 156 instances, fines imposed in 53 instances, 
sentence suspended in 1 case, personal bonds taken in 1, 8 cases con- 
tinued, 10 dismissed, 9 nolle pressed. I have been unable to ascertain 
the disposition of the remaining 7 cases. 

For the sale of cream adulterated within the meaning of the pure- 
food ac't, 11 cases were referred to the court, with the result that col- 
lateral was forfeited in 8 instances, fine imposed in 1 instance, while 1 
case was dismissed and the other continued. 

Taking the milk and cream together, formic aldehyde was found to 
be present in 18 instances. 

In many of these instances the adulteration was traced to the pro- 
ducer, so that the prosecution was instituted against the producer 
rather than the retailer, and, in fact, while the law holds the one who 
sells adulterated foods responsible therefor, yet, where possible, we 
have in all cases followed the matter to its source and instituted pro- 
ceedings against the party a(;tually guilty of committing the offense, 
and relieved the other parties, technically liable, from the prosecution. 

Twenty -five of the samples of water examined were from dairy 
farms, 68 were submitted by private parties, 3 were from the public 
schools, 3 from the public wells, 2 collected by the department from 

Srivate wells, while the remaining 3 were submitted by the engineer 
epartment. 

Of the samples of butter examined, 21 were found to be oleomar- 
garine. Prosecutions were instituted in 6 instances, with the result 
that coUatenil was forfeited in 4 instanci>s and fines imposed in the 
other 2. 

The reason for the small number of prosecutions instituted in this 
case was owing to the fact that the inspector who collected a number 
of the samples was unable to appear in court as a witness owing to her 
subsequent connection with the smallpox service. 

Of the samples of lard examined, 25 were found to be adulterated, 
24 of which were referred to the court, with the result that fines were 
imposed in 2 instances, personal bonds taken in 1 instance, and collateral 
forfeited in 21 instances. 

Seven samples of vinegar were also found to be adulterated within 
the meaning of the law, and prosecutions were accord ingl}- instituted, 
with the n\sult that a line was imposed in 1 insbince, collateml was 
forfeited in 4 instances, sentence suspended in 1 case, while 1 case was 
nolle prossed. 

Of the samples of cider examined 15 were found to be adulterated, 
and prosecutions were accordingly instituted in those cases, 7 of whom 
were fined, 5 forfeited collateral, personal bonds taken in 1 case, and 
the cases continued in the other 2 mstances. 

Of the samples of olive oil examined 20 were found to be adulter- 
ated and were accordingly referred to the police court, with the result 
that fines were imposed in 8 instances, 10 forfeited collateral, and 2 
were nolle prossed. 

Five samples of baking powder out of the number examined were 
likewise found to be adulterated, and upon reference to the police 
court fines were imposed in 4 instances and coUatenil forfeited in 1. 

In addition to the samples above enumerated, 42 samples of extract 
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F Tanilla were examined, of whicli 1 .miniplf only was found to be 
F unuitie: 24 samples of maple «ii'up, of whifh 13 were found to lie 
genuine and 11 adulterated, and 1 riaiiipleof lemon extiwt, wliich wiw 
a cheap artiJtcial substitute containing no oil of lemon wliiiti-ver. 

Owing to an agreement entered int-o be.twfen the wholi'Mjilr johbers 
and this department, whereby the fonner agnied to ni-e that their 
goods were in the futui-e properly labeled, no proaecutioiia were insti- 
tuted in these cases. 

It will thus be seen that owing to the increased force of this depart- 
ment the work of the same has neen considerably extended, and it is 
to be presumed that as the force becomes more familiar with the nature 
of the work still greater resulta will be obtained. 

Aw to the natui-p of the adulterations, some of them are clearly inju- 
rious to health, as is evidenced by tLe nature of the baking powders 
examined, which were found to consist of a mixture of bicarbonate of 
aoda and alum mixed with about SJ7 per cent of pulverized rock, while 
in some instances, as in the case of maple sirup adulterated by the addi- 
:tion of cane sugar, it is not so presumed to be. 

It is m regara to this latter class of goods that the jobbers maintain 
iihat they should not be molested, as tne adulteration is not injurious 
to health and the public demand a cheap article. 

This is, however, but the entering wedge to a large class of so-called 
noninjurious prepai'ations which have nttlc or no food value and 
whoi^e harmlessness has never been demonstrated. In addition thereto 
there is no reason in the statement that the public demand a cheap 
Article, when in the majority of cases one spoonful of the genuine 
will go further than a cupful of the subatitute. This is illustrated in 
the case of the extnict of vanilla or lemon. In the former case the 
substitute consist* of a solution of coumarin, or at the best of an 
extract of the tonka bean, whose active principle is coumarin and 
whose poitit of volatilization is considerably lower than that of 
Tanillin, the active principle of the vanilla bean. The i-esult is that for 
iculinury purposes a larper amount of the tonka solution must be used, 
and it IB doubtful whether any of the flavoring principle remains after 
the same has withstood the heat of the oven. However that may be, 
the department has never interferred where the goods were sold on 
their merit, for what they really were, unless the same was clearly 
injurious to health. 

I A number of samples of crab meat were examined for preservatives, 
it having been alleged that formic aldehyde or its solution was used 
for that purpose. The examination, however, failed to confirm that 
allegation, as no preservatives of any description were found. 
1^ samples of cider, for which prosecutions were instituted against 
'ibe venders of the same, were found to be in each instance adulterated 
with salicylic acid, and in addition thereto in one or two instances they 
were found to lie cheap imitations of cider. I>eing made from a sugar 
solution, to which a little caramel coloring and yeast had been added, 
together with a little formaldehyde to prevent the fermentation from 
gomg too far. In one or two instances no preservatives were found, 
although it was evident that they had been used in the process of 
manuracture. As gateous products only disappear in this manner, it 
ia prolmble that either formic aldehyde or hydrogen peroxide had been 
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assigned to the collection of samples receive, I would respectfully call 
your attention to the desirability of providing such inspectors with a 
carriage, or other form of vehicle, for this service. Bwid transit on 
their part is often very essential, for which reason they nave hitherto 
proviaed themselves with conveyances at their own expense, which 
makes a material reduction in their compensation in course of a year. 
For which reason I would recommend tnat bicycles or other vehicles 
be furnished the inspectors in this branch of the service, or that at least 
reasonable allowance be made for the wear and repair of their own 
machines incident to the service.

Dwiry-faiin vn«pectiG7i. — The iDspecUon of the dairy farms in the 
District of Columbia, Maryland, and Virginia producing milk for sale 
in the citj" has occupied the time of the vetermary inspectors of this 
department, three of whom have l>een engaged on this work during 
the whole tiscal year, while a fourth inspector was employed during 
the latter half of the year. 

With this force at our disposal and another veterinary Inspector 
provided for the next fiscal year, there will be live veterini 
ensa^d in this Vflry necessary and useful service, 

IS is the force suggested when the act i-egulating the sale of r 
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in the District of Columbia was passed in 1895 as the necessary force 
to give an adequate inspection of all the dairy farms in the District of 
Columbia, Maryland, and Virginia supplying milk to this city, yet the 
lar^e increase in the number of licensed farms in Virginia and Maiy- 
land during tiie past year will require another inspector to aid in tlua 
inspection m Maryland, where the increase in milk shipj^rs has been 
unprecedented, there having been 150 importers' permits issued during 
the vear to farmers j^rinci^ly in that section of Maryland between 
Roc»kville and Frederick. 

There has been a large increase in the number of Virginia shippers 
during the fiscal year, 77 importers' permits having been issued to 
Virginia dairy farmers. 

About one-naif of these permits have been issued for farms between 
Washington and Round Hul, Va., and the other half to farms along tilie 
Southern Railroad as far as Somerset, Va. (91 miles), while other per- 
mits have been issued for farms in Fairfax and Alexandria counties, 
and to farms as far distant as Woodstock, Va., in the Shenandoah 
Valley. 

It has been impossible to inspect these farms prior to licensing, owing 
to the limited amount of money at the disposal of the department 

I reeoumiend that hereafter no permits be issued for dairy farms save 
after an official inspection by one of the veterinary inspectors of this 
department. 

The practice heretofore of issuing importers' permits whenever the 
(|uestions in their applications were proi>erly answered has not been 
instrumental in secunng sanitary milk, since an inspection of a large 
nunil>er of these farms during tie Hscb] vear has shown that a large 
number of those farms should not have been licensed, as they did not 
comply in any respect with the dairy-farm regulations, and in many 
cases the nuestions asked in the applications nave been so adroitly 
answered that the inspector would never recognize the cow barn as the 
one described in the impoiler's application. 

After securing their ^xjrmits, it is often difficult to get these dairy 
farmers to repair and often rebuild their barns and dairies in order 
that they compl)" with the dairy regulations, while it would be far 
easier to secure compliance of the same by withholding the permit 
until inspected and found worthy of receiving a pennit. W^ith the 
force of inspectors pr()\*ided for in the coming year and the small sum 
allow(»d by Congress for the travel of inspectors outside the District 
of Columbia, I believe this practice could be started and would prov^e 
satisfactory to both the deimrtmerit and the farmer, as the latter 
would have some intelligent advice as to what changes were necessary 
in order that the dairy regulations In? properly complied with. 

During the fiscal year Uie inspection of the 92 dairy farms in the 
District of Columbia has l)een svstematized until a regular inspection 
is given these farms, and much improvement has I'esulted both in the 
sanitiition of the barns and dairies and in the condition of the cows. 
Persistent and oft-repeaU^d inspection has l>een the means of cleaning 
up many farms, while the siuiie system has no doubt been the means 
or seveml very careless dairy farmers discontinuing the business, much 
to the benefit of the community, while other farmers have sold their 
cows and now purchase imported milk. 

Several District farmers nave sold their cows during the year, owing 
to the high price of fomge and cows, and itse imported milk. 
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number of dairj- faniis is gmdually deci-easing, owing to the 

'easons and to the encroachniGiit of huilding opemtioiis on 

pasture landfj. 

High-priced cows and forage have also resulted in decreasing the 

imber of cows kept on many small farniH in Maryland and Virginia 

iJBcent to the District of (Joliinibia, this lieing one of the causes iu 

stimulating the famiei's far out in both these States in milk production, 

since they can produce milk cheaper on their large farms. 

The high price of cows has been beneficial to us in some respects, as 
farmers are more careful in their purchases, this resulting in a decrease 
of 26 per cent in the total number of diseased cows condemned as untit 
for dairy purposes during the past year. 

The Virginia farms shipping milk from points inaccessible by daily 
driving from this city have wen genemlly inspected during the year 
by Dr. Drake, the District veterinary inspector, stationed at Leesburg, 
Va., who has pi-acticalty inspected all the farms on the Washington 

tand Bluemont Railroad, the main source of the Virginia milk, as well 
as the majority of those farms between Washington and Somerset, on 
tlie main line of the Southern Railroad, from which a large amount of 
milk is shipped. 

This system of local inspection has proven very satisfactory during 
the past year, and it is hoped that during the coming year it will be 
extended to the Maryland dairy district (Frederick to RockviUe), which 

» supplies nearly one-half of our milk. 
Tnose dair}' farms in Alexandria aud Faii'fax counties, Va., within 
driving distance of this city, have been regularly inspected during the 
fiscal year, as well as all the dairy farms on the Mount Vernon Electric 
Railroad. 

There remain to l>e inspected in Virginia those farms in the Fred- 
ericksburg division between Alt^xandria and Quantico, and several 
pointsontheSouthemRailroad, all of which will nodoubtbe inspected 

I early in the next fiscal year. 
In Maryland all farms adjacent to the District of Columbia have 
been repeatedly inspected. The great dairy center of Maryland, 
between Frederick and Boyds, on the Metropolitan branch of the Bal- 
timore and Ohio Railroad., was partially inspected last fall by Dr. 
Young, of this department, who inspecteH all farms from Frederick to 
Dickerson, Md.. and would have concluded the inspection of that large 
district between Dickenson and Rockville had not the appropriation 
for traveling been exhausted. 

There remains to be inspected in Maryland all those farms between 
Washington and Dickerson, although many of them have Ijeen inspected 
" '. irregular intervals during the past four years. 

There is also a lai^e district not yet i nspected in Montgomery County, 
_Jd., in the neigbliorhood of Ednor, Sandy Spring, and Laytonsville, 
which will"probabty lie inspected during tne coming year. 

Abattoir ajid aiock-yfird insjMvtimi. — Ov/ing to the inci'eaae in the 

inspection force of this section of the health department, much more 

atteutiun has been given to this very important duty. In previous 

—ar« this work has been carrieil on at very irregular intervals and no 

stematic attention given it. owing to the overwhelming amount of 

liry-farm inspection. 

While the dairy-fanii inspection will always be considered lis the 
■ more imixtrtant duty, yet the inspection of ahuttoirp" and fooil animals. 
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both ante and post-mortem, in almost as important to the health of the 
conmiunity. 

At present by far the most of the meat consumed in the District of 
Columbia is dressed in the ^reat Western packing houses, and is very 
satisfactory from the health standpoint, as the interstate commerce 
laws require all this meat to be inspected and stamped by Federal 
officials. 

There is, however, one large abattoir doing business in the District 
of Columbia, located at Bennings, D. C. Cattle, hogs, sheep, and calves 
are killed daily except Sunday. Probably three-fourths of all the 
home-dressed meat is killed at this abattoir, where we have established 
a fair system of inspection. 

During the first half of the fiscal year an inspector was on duty 
here at least three days of each week. In the latter half of the year 
a daily system of inspection was provided by requirinc each of the 
three veterinary inspectors to give two days a week to tnis work, and 
the inspection has worked very smoothly and satisfactorily. The 
grade of animals killed has been very good and condemnation of dis- 
eased stock has seldom occurred. Ijie home-dressed cattle are usually 
fed in Fauauier County, Va., and in or about Hagerstown, Md. The 
hbgs are snipped from Cincinnati, Ohio, and East Liberty (near 
Pittsburg), Pa., and coming such a distance, any hog having the chol- 
era or any febrile disease is usually dead on its arrival here, thus 
saving condemnation and keeping the condemned lists very small. 

Dairy cows occasionally drift into the yard and upon slaughter are 
frequently found diseased and are promptly seized, condemned, and 
tanked for fertilizer. 

A few small slaughterhouses still exist, but each year sees a fewer 
number doing business. 

One of these small slaughterhouses daily kills cattle, sheep, and 
calves, and occasionally hogs, and is kept neat and in sanitary condition. 

The other small houses are unsanitary and give us much trouble 
keeping them clean. Cattle and small stock (hogs excepted) are killed 
irregularly at five of these places. 

A small number of hogs are killed daih' at two small suburban slaugh- 
terhouses, while sheep and calves are dressed at a large number of 
places. 

I beg leave to recommend, as in last year's report, that a law be 
enacted licensing slaughterhouses in the District of Columbia, giving 
the Commissioners authority to make regulations for their conduct, 
and finally requiring that no meat shall be sold in the District of 
Columbia save it bear either the Federal or District stamp of inspec- 
tion. We have the necessary force to put such a law into effect. 

CX)NTAGIOUS DISEASES IN THE DISTRICT OF CX)LUMBIA. 

Tuberculosis, — This disease among cattle always heads the list in 
frequency and in importance. While many farms are free of it, I fear 
that others are saturated with it. There are 1,065 cows on licensed 
dairy fanns in the District of Columbia, and I believe it a verv easy 
and practical thing to eradicate this disease from the District il Con- 
gress will provide the money to reimburse owners for condemned dis- 
eased stock. The}' should be reimbursed to a fair degree as the cows 
are seized and condemned to protect the public, and to prevent the 
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infection of healthy cattle on other farms. This would greatly encour- 
age our dairy farmers and would be a good object lesson to our neigh- 
lx>ring States, upon whom we depend so largely for our milk and meat. 

Hog cholera, — ^This disease occurred twice during the year in the 
District. One farmer near Brightwood lost all his hogs, the infection 
being caused by hauling oflFal to his farm for fertilizing purposes, this 
offal coming from a slaughterhouse where Western hogs are daily 
killed. 

The other outbreak occurred on two farms between Giesboro and 
Shepherds Point, D. C, where all the hogs died on both farms. These 
farms probably were infected by dead hogs floating across the Potomac 
River over from Jackson City, where hog cholera had been rampant. 

Glanders. — No cases of glanders have been officially reported to this 
office during the fiscal year. We are not laboring under any false 
sense of security as to tms disease, because there probably occurs now 
and then a case of glanders in the practice of the local veterinarians, 
and is not reported by them, but such animals are promptly destroyed. 

Rabies. — ^There were 13 cases of rabies among dogs in the District 
of Columbia during the fiscal year. In all cases Uie diagnosis has 
been proven by inoculating itibbits. We have been very active in 
quarantining dogs exposed to rabies, and in eveiT reported case of 
rabies we have quarantined and kept under close observation for four 
months all suspicious or exposed dogs. 

This disease has occurred in all parts of the District, but more 
frequently in the suburbs. Quarantine areas were established in 
Brookland, Congress Heights, and Mount Pleasant. 

Probably the greater liberty i)ermitted dogs in the suburbs has 
something to do with spreading this disease in uiese places, as the city 
house dog is kept under closer observation by his owner and is promptly 
destroyea upon the first symptoms of rabies and is thus prevented 
from tne destructive rovings so characteristic of this disease.

BEFORT 07 THB FEYSICLUr IN CHABOX OF THE SHALLFOX 
HOSPITAL. 

Washington, July SO, 190S. 

Sib: The outbreak of smallpox of 1901 and 1902 was a continuation 
of that of 1900 and 1901, since cases admitted to the hospital remained 
from one fiscal year to its follower. 

During the year ending June 30, 1902, the following changes occurred 
in the smallpox hospital:

OBlaiN or CASES. 

A» ftlready stated, the cases first admitted were traced to those 
admitted in June. The next cattes were infected by a patient whose 
infection was traced to Fbikdelphia. The next was a man from Vir- 
ginia, whose brother was recovcrtDg from smallpox, but who had no 
medical attendant. Then followed a case in November, which came 
from Radnor, throufrh Philadelphia, in the beffinning of the eruptive 
stage, hoping to escape the diseai^R through flight; she was in hospital 
twenty-one days. In order te obtain her previous history and her 
place of residence, which at first she refused to make Known, it 
became necessaiT to threaten arrest and criminal prosecution after 
recovery. This tiad the desired effect. 

In .liinuary a case infected in Illinois was admitted, and during the 
night of the same day a tramp with smallpox was found upon the rail- 
road tnick. This man had come fi-oni Radnor, through Philadelphia, 
to Ijc arrested in lialtimure and innjrisoned for seven days. At the 
expimtion of his sentence ho made his way to Washington, sleeping^ in 
l>ariis and outhouses, bogging hi.s food where he coul<L His condition 
was iscrious, for exposure to the snow and ice had caused a pneumonic 
process to set up. He suffered from the confluent variety and made a 
good recovery. In the same month came cases infected in Newark, 
N. J., and inNew York City. 

February brought cases infected by the Illinois patient; others 
through infections direct from Philaaelphia, from Pittsburg, from 
Maryland, from North Carolina, and from Atlantic City. 

March brought cases whose infection was traced to Boston. 

The April cases came from Minnesota, the contact being direct 

The hospital was closed on June 2. 

Cases whose histories showed incorrect diagnosis were reported for 
investigation in July. 

A case admitted in February wa^ diagnosed and treated as varicella 
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•y a physician, then as syphilis by an advertising specialist and in- 
Mcenients held oat for a year's contract for medical treatment. It 
s with difficulty he coufd be convinced of the error of the latter 
^vsiciau, who hiid exhibited pictures to confiitn his contention, 
"the case admitted from Maryland, in February, had been dismissed 
"by an inspector with the injunction to keep away from Washington, 
as he mignt cateh smallpox. 

Another case admitted in February was diagnosedas "quinine rash," 
while another hadu diagnosis of "biliousness." 

NOTIFICATION. 

The past year has demonstrated to me in the most forcible manner 
the wisdom in reporting for investigation many of the eruptive dis- 
eases. Gases of smallpox have been treated as chickenpox, as measli<s, 
as syphilis, and as impetigo contagiosa. One case was examined and 
pronounced "poison oak eruption. The errors have in the majority 
of cases resulted in great pecuniary losses to the parties concerned, 
and have entailed a great amount of extra duty and anxiety for those 
connected with the department. 

I should therefore earnestly recommend the compulsory notification 
of all cases of measles and cfeickenpox for investigation, but not for 
placarding. Typhoid fever has been added to the list, so why not the 
diseases indicated, whose ravages have under a mistaken diagnosis 
decimated communities? 

The latest communities to include chickenpox in this class of cases 
are Bath rural district. Canada, and San Francisco, Cal. The council 
of each has passed sued ordinance. San Francisco is more drastic than 
»ny I know, as will be seen from the following copy of the ordinance: 



An ordin&Qce rt^iniring the reporting of va.riceila to the health officer: 

Whereas experience demonstTEt^e that variolDid is frecjuentlymistakeD for varicella 
and many livea thereby imperiled, therefore, be it ordained by the people of the city 
and county of San Fianciaco, aa follows: 

SwrnoM 1. Everyphysicianpractidiigin thiBcityandeountyahall reportin writing 
to the health officer every case of varicella or chickenpox of which he may have pro- 
feedonal knowledjite within twenty-four hours after he uball be eatisfied of the nature 
oif the dieeaee. 

Sbc. 2. Any nerson violating the above praviaion shall upon conviction thereof lie 
gnittyof a misdeine&nor and shall bepuninhed by a fine not exceedinK$500or impris- 
onment in the county j^il for not more than sdi months, or by botn such fine and 
impriaonment.

CLINICAL ADVANTAGES, 

The diagnosis of smallpox in many instances is difficult to establish, 
I and this diffiiMilty increases with the marked tendency of patients to 
I either willfully or unintentionally conceal a truthful history of symp- 
I toms as well as to deny exposure to the disease. 

Measles, la grippe, pneumonia, ti^-phoid fever, dengue, muscular 
I rheumatism, and malarial infection fn the early stages will simulate 
L smallpox, in that chill, fever, beadiichi'. backache, cough, and a general 
" J of discomfort are present, and it requires time to settle the 
question of a coriect <liagnosis. 
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Ei-uptive diseases— variceliii, peinphigus, impetigo contagiosa, erv- 
thema iiiultifornie, eczema pustulosa — are eliminated with more dift- 
ciilty. 

Drug eruptions, such as produced by the iodides and the bromides, 
when accompanied by fever and headache^ de4<$erve careful attentioD. 
The eru))tion caused ny 1)elhidonna, atropia, copaiba simulate the pre- 
eruptive rashes soinetinies olwerved in smallpox, while a rare fonn 
of papular eruption attending the long-contmued administration of 
arsenic, espe(*ially when an olistinate malarial infection is present, 
causes great anxiety. 

Now, when we consider all the different sources of error in diagnosis 
it would be unjust to hold a physician strictly responsible for an error 
in diagnosis, where his knowledge of the disease is based upon text- 
lK)ok study, to the exclusion of actual experience with the disease. 

The health de[)jirtment of the District of Columbia in its endeavors 
to l)e just to everyone — physicians, student of medicine, and patient- 
grants, under certain regulations, {)ennission to visit the smallpox 
hospital to physicians and fourth-year students who may apply for the 
privilege. In these efforts I have ever l)een willing to assist, out unfor- 
tunately the exception proves the rule, for in more than twelve months 
no one has availed himself of the advantages offered. Let us hope 
the future will change this apparent indifference, for ignorance is not 
an excuse under the law, and in thecal where smallpox opportunities 
have mssed without being grasped, the only excuse which could be 
offered would ])e that of indifference to the welfare of the oommunitv. 

The n^gulations which W(»re forniulated, at my request, by tte 
health otticer are emlKxlied in the following extracts from an official 
letter, under date of Novein])er 25, VM)l: 

F^ch Htndont dmrin^ to (>xHnniuM-aHi¥ of Hinallpox in the smallpox hospital 
nnist make ai)|)li('at ion in writing to the health otruvr, re<]nefiitin^ pennission 80to da 
Siieh application must Ik» imlorwMl I>v the dean <»f the niedieal collejje with which he 
is connected, <'ertifyinvrthat the applicant is amenil>erof thopretient ^(radiiatinicclttv 
of such collf»jre, that he has U»en nnvntly sntvt^ssfully \'accinated on some specified 
date or that he has InK'n nn-ently vaccinate*! unsnctrssfnlly not less than three timeis 
the <Iates of such unsncci^ssful vaccinatiouH to Ik* ^iveu, and nHjueBtiug in the zuune 
of the nuHlical collejre that the applit^ation 1h^ jrranttMl. 

S(»cond. V\}tm nreipt of such appli<-ation the health offiix^r will, if satisfied that 
the appliciint is a suitable ]M*rson to InMulniittetl to the ^niallpox hospital, and that 
he can 1h* adniitt<Ml without detriment to public inten^t, authorize the physician in 
chaiye of the hospital to admit him subject to the fidlowinfi; conditions and such 
additional restrii-tinns as the physician in <'har>re nmydiHMn proiKT: 

Not more than thnn* students will Ih^ admitte<l tt> the luxaipital in any one day. 

P^ch student when he presents him>elf for admiK«<ion to the hoHpital must have 
with him a com])lete chan^' of clothing. As he will 1m' ])ennitte<l to take no cloth* 
in^ from the institution which he wears in the ward until after it has been dinin- 
fecte<1, he muHt l>o able to discanl everything' which he has on, in the atlminiFtration 
building, and to attire himself in the additional suit which he carries with him before 
entering the wanl. 

In addition to the ordinary suit of cl<»thin^r to l>e worn in the wardn (which need 
not, of course, include collar, n«M'ktie, cuffs, et<'. ), each student must lutve with him 
a suit of overalls and a cap so const nictiMl as to i-ovcr his hair, alao a pair of rubbers. 
The articlt»8 pmviiled by the student fur use in the wanl will l)e delivered to him at 
the RmalliMix h(is])ital ui»on ai>plication if he so desires, after thev have been disin- 
fected. All articles remaining at the hospital more than tift(H.'n Aavs after the cloee 
of the current <'olh'ir«» year, or aftrr notiti' to remove the same, will l>e rejsarded a& 
abandoned and treatinl arrnnliiiirly. TIk* h«':ilth department will awume norucipon- 
sibility at any time for arti<-Ics U>ft at ti)c siiiall)H)x h«)S]>ital bv visiting students. 

Kverv article which a stu^lcut desin's to «)litaiM after di.'iinfef't ion muat ]»e plainly 
marke<l with his name and address when brou;.dit to the h<»s])ital. 

Any student desiring: to use articles left at the hospital by another must take to the 
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hoepital with him a written request from the owner of such articles that such student 
be allowed to use them. 

Each student after leaving the ward and before leaving the hospital will take a 
fall bath in a solution of bichloride of mercury. 

Each student will be placed on his honor not to discuss before the public his visits 
to the hospital to advise the college authorities and the health deparUnent promptly 
of anv inoisposition following his visit to the hospital; and to report for inspection 
at sacn place and time as may be designated by the health officer, if so directed by 
said health oflScer; and to o\yey all rules and instructions of the health depai-tment 
or of the physician in chaise of the smallpox hospital. 

Students must definitely understand that if they enter the hospital they will be 
exposed to smallpox and subject to all laws and regulations governing persons so 
exposed. 

THE CASE OF C. H. 

Our first and only fatality occurred on March 10, after a period of 
freedom from such occurrence of twenty-two months. Thecircum-. 
stances surrounding this case were peculiarly distressing. 

A brief history is here given: 

"C. H., male; white; aged 18 years; admitted February 25; never 
vaccinated. 

Left his home in Ohio about five weeks previous with three others 
about the same age. They tramped to Pittsburg, Pa., then through 
Virginia, stopping at Charlottesville. At Clifton Forge they boarded 
a freight train, reaching Alexandria on February 22, where H. stayed 
all night in the station house, feeling too bad to go farther. On the 
23d he came to Washington and went to the Rescue Mission, where 
he remained without treatment until 24th, when he applied at one of 
our medical institutions. A diagnosis of '^ poison oaK " was made, 
and treatment for this complaint was prescribed with directions to 
return on the next day. Returning at the proper time smallpox was 
suspected, an inspection made, and the patient transferred to the 
smallpox nospital. 

The medical history shows infection about Pittsburg during the first 
week of Februarv. On 21st had pain in the neck, backache, and head- 
ache, but no chill; on 22d sore throat in addition; eruption on 23d on 
face, wrists, arms, and hands, like fiea-bites; eruption increased on 
24th; characteristic on 25th, with chest full of rales; temperature 102, 
weakness extreme. Moved to hospital. Twenty-sixth, eruption con- 
fluent and over the entire body; tongue as rough as a nutmeg grater; 
t^oft palate studded with eruption. Twenty -seventh, expectorates 
with difliculty; refuses all nourishment except milk punches. March 
1, left lung solid. Third, pustules filled and beginning to break, some 
contain blood; on wrists and legs have so run together that sacs have 
formed; odor was so offensive that he was moved from the ward to a 
private room; face very much swollen; lung condition same. Fourth, 
mind dull; pustules on face drying, elsewhere very dark and ashy 
gray in color. Sixth, involuntery evacuations; condition critical; 
strychnine sulphate, grain one-fortieth every hour. Seventh, is 
stronger; sleeps during the day, restless during the night. Eighth, 
face cleaning, delirious, attempts to get out of bed and wants to go 
home, talks about sister; suppuration on legs and feet extensive, while 

{)ustules on chest, arms, and back have fallen. Ninth, case hopeless; 
ungs filling; sharp pain in left side over heart. Tenth, still complains 
of the pain in the sicle; will not stay in bed unless he is watched; breath- 
ing very superficial and labored; becoming cyanotic; at 3.45 p. m. 
died without a struggle.

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IMPROVKMENTS. 

The hospital wan closed in Auj^ust, 1901, necessary improvementB, 
such as painting and carpentering were begun; this work was sos- 

Bonded on September 15 by reason of the affinission of patients. Id 
ovembor the work of concreting the roadways within the inclosare 
was pushed rapidly to an end. This work was an aY>solute necessity, 
but the cold weather and the rapidity with which it was done did not 
allow an excellence of character. 

The vestibule constructed at the front entrance to the hospital has 
lK»en of very great service. The door in the discharging bath room 
now opens into a thoroughly disinfected room from which patients go 
immeaiately into the grounds. 

Since the I)uilding8 nave been painted^ we have been free from damp 
walls and the appearance of the institution is much improved. 

NEEDS. 

Among the things needed for the future are a new ambubince and a 
new staWe. 

An ambulance weighing not more than 1,100 pounds, fitted with 
movable seats and provided with a folding stretcher, is almost a neces- 
sity. While our [)re^ent ambulance has been eq^ual to the calls made 
upon it, it is with difficulty we am bring a patient on the stretcher 
from homo by reason of its shortness. An ambulance weighing more 
than the figure 1 have given would exhaust a horse drawing it over a 
long, uneven, nuuldv road, or where hills were of any steepness or 
length. In a service of this kind lightness and strength are necessarv. 

The stable attached to the hospital should be brought nearer tfce 
inclosure. Koouis for six horses and as many vehicles, with proper 
space for storing food, room for the hostlers, water and ga*, concrete 
flooring, and ample sc»wering can be constructed at a small cost.

LAW. 

AN ACT To require csmch of typhoid fever occurring in the District of Columbia 1<» l>o reiM>rted to 

the health department of said DiHtrict. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and Ilouse of Repre^rdatives of tfie United tStaiea of America 
in Oongress assembled, That every physician attending or called in to visit or examine 
aiw case of typhoid fever in the District of Columbia shall at once send to the health 
officer of 8ai(l District a certificate, in ink, 8igne<l by him, stating the name of the 
disease, and the name, age, sex, and color of the })erson suffering therefrom, and 
setting forth by street and number or otherwise sufficiently designating the house, 
room, or other place in which said person cau be found, together with such other 
reasonable information relating thereto as may be requireif b^ said health officer; 
and upon the recovery or death of such patient the phvsician in attendance shall, 
within twenty-four hours after he becomes aware of sucn recovery or death, forward 
to said healtH officer a similar certificate certifying thereto. 

Sbc. 2. That any person violating any of the provisions of this Act shall, upon 
conviction thereof,' be deemed guiltv of a misdemeanor, and shall be punished by a 
fine not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

8bc. 8. That all prosecutions under this Act shall be in the police court of said 
District upon infonnation brought in the name of the District of Columbia and on 
its behalf. 

Set. 4. That all Acts and parts of Acts contrary to the provisions of this A'-t, or 
inconsistent therewith, be, and the same are hereby, re[)eHled. 

Approved, February 4, 1902. 



AN ACT To amend an Act entitled "An Act to refnilAte. in the District of Columbia, the disposal of 
certain refuse, and for other purposes," approved Januarv twentv-flfth. eighteen hundred and ninety- 
eight. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and Home of Representatiren of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled. That notwithstanding anything contained in the Act entitled 
**An Act to regulate, in the District of Columbia, the disjmsal of certain refuse, and 
for other purposes," approved January twenty-fifth, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
eight, tiie health officer of said District may issue permits for the erection and main- 
tenance of teinjwrary privies under such restrictions jus may Ihj essential in the 
judgment of said health officer to prevent nuisance or danger to public health; and 
no person shall erect or maintain a temporary privy in said District wkhont a permit 
from said health officer so to do, or otherwise than m accordance with the terms of 
such permit. 

Sec. 2. That any person who shall violate or aid or abet in violating any of the 
provisions of this Act shall be punished by a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars, 
or by imprisonment in the workhouse of said District for not mon» than six months, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of the court. All prosecu- 
tions under this Act shall be in the policecourt of said District, on information signed 
by the city solicitor or one of his assistants. 

Sbc. 3. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions of this Act be, 
and the same are hereby, repealed. 

Approved, March 20, 1902.

AN ACT For the pn)m'>ti(»n of Htiatomical Kience and to prevent the deflecration of grayesin the 

District of Columbia. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of RepredentatUes of the United States of America 
in Con{pres8 assembled^ That there shall be, and is hereby, created, in and for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, a board for the control of the de^d hnman bodies hereinafter 
de8cril)ed, and for the distribution of such IxKliefl among and to the schoola in said 
District conferring the degree of doctor of ine<licine or doctor of dental suiigery, or 
lx)th; the Post (Jraduate School of Medicine, intx)ri>orate<l by an Act of Congress, 
approved February seventh, eighteen hundred ami ninety-six, entitled "An Act 
to mcorporate the toHt (iraduate School of Me<licine of the District of Columbia;" 
the nuHiical schools of the Tniteil Stat(« Anny and Navy; the medical examining 
IxMinib of the United Stat^^s Army, Navy, and Marine-Hospital Service: and the 
board of medical sumrvisors of the District of Columbia. Sai<l lx>ard shall ne known 
an the Anatomical Boanl of the Districrt of Columbia, and shall consist of the health 
ofliccr of said District and two representatives from each school aforesaid actuidly 
engageil in teaching, to ))e selected by and from the faculty thereof in accordance 
with the by-laws of such faculty, exi^ept in the case of the me<lical schools of the 
Unite<l 8taU»H Army and Navy, the representatives from which shall be selected and 
detailed by the Sureeon-Cyeneral of the Army and the Suni^eon-General of the Navy. 
Said health othcer sliall call a meeting of said anatomical board for organization at a 
time and plai^ to l)e fixed by said health officer as soon as practicable after the 
passage of this Act. Said anatomical boanl shall have full power to establii^ 
by-laws for its government and to appoint and to remove proper ofii<-ers and agents, 
and shall keep full and complete records of its transactions and of all material facts 
pertaining to the receipt and distribution of Ixxlies. Said records shall be open at 
all times for inspe<!tion by any member of said anatomitstl board and by the United 
States attorney for the District of Columbia. 

Sbc. 2. Tiiat every public officer, agent, and servant, and every officer, agent, and 
servant of any and every almshouse, prison, jail, asylum, morgue,* hospital, and other 
public institutions and offices having charge or control of dead human bodies requir- 
ing to be buried at public expense, shall notify said anatomical board, or sach per- 
son as may Ix^ designated by the said l)oard, whenever any dead human body comes 
into his possession, charge, or control for burial at public exi)ense. And every such 
officer, agent, and servant shall, upon application by said anatomical board or its 
agent, without fee or rt»wanl, and complying with the laws and regulations govern- 
ing the removal of dead human ImmHcs m the District of (-olumbia, deliver every such 
body to said board an<i p<'niiit said Uianl or its agent to take aini n^move the same. 
The notice afon'sai<l shall Ih» driven in writing and forwanUni to said anatomical 
boanl within twenty-four liours after said otiieer, agent, or servant comes into poe- 
sessi(ni, charge, or control of such IxmIv for burial, an<I shall include such material 
infonnation as said hoard may designate. I^ut no such Imdy shall be deliverefi if 
the <leeeJL«i.Ml person, during* his last illm^ss, without suggestion or solicitation, 
rtMiueste<l to l>e buried or cremated; or if within the time siH»cifie<i alx)ve and Ix'fore 
the a<!tual delivery thereof any ix'rson claiming to 1h^ and satisfying the officer in 
charge of such IkmIv that he is of kindred or is relate<I by marriage to the deceased 
shall claim the said IhkIv for burial or cremation, or rtMpiest in writing that it be 
buritMl at pul)lic exjx'nse; or if within the time si>ecificMl al)Ove and l)efore actual 
delivery any j>erson claiming to l)e and satisfying the oilicer in charge of such lx>dy 
that he is a trien<l of the deceastMl arrangesto have the same properly burieii or 
cremate<l without expense to the District; or if the deceaseil {person was a traveler 
who die<i su<ldenlv; Init in any such case said Ixxly shall l)e buried or delivered to 
said applic4int for l)urial. 

Sec. 3. That the said anatomical board may receive the IkkHcs reported to it as 
aforesaid, and may <listribute an<l deliver such as are receive<l among and to such of 
the schools an<l l>oanls entitled thereto as re«puvt in writing to receive the same, 
except as otherwise expn'ssly diret't<Ml in this A<'t. Each such school and lx>anl 
shall H'ceive annually, as nearly as may Ik* practicable, such ])roi)ortion of the entire 
nundxT of Ixnlit^ dlstril>uted as the numl»er of students enrolletl and in regular 
attendance at such school, and the numU^r of candidates apfx^aring for examination 
iK'foresuch board, respe<'tively, engagt^l Ixma tide at such school, or examineil by 
siii<l board in dissecting, and operative surgery on the cailaver, Ix^ars to the total 
number of students so enrolled in atten<lanc<% and engagi»d, and of persons so 
examined, in the District of Colimibia. The si»cretary, dean, or other proper ofiicer 
of each such schools and board shall report to said anatomical board the names of 
all such students in attendance at such school or |)ersons examineil by said board, as 
the case may Ix*, at such times and in such form as said board may direct. All 
boilies shall l>e deliveriHi among such sch(X)ls and lx>ards in regular order so as to 
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maintain, as nearly as may be practicable, an equitable allotment at all times; and 
bodies assigned to any school or board in rejnilar order and refused by such school or 
board without sufficient cause shall be charged against the quota of such school or 
board in such manner as not to prejudice any other Hcrhool or boanl. But no body 
shall be delivered to any school or board unless within not less than twenty-four 
boon prior to such delivery notice of the death has been given by said anatoniicral 
board to the nearest known kinsman, relative by marriage, or friend of the 
deceased, or if none such be known, published by said anatomical l)oard at least once 
in a diaily newspai>er published in the city of Washington, in the District of 
Colombia. The notice required by this section shall be <leemed to have l)een given 
if served in writing on the person to be notified, or if left at his usual place of resi- 
dence with some adult person residing therein, or a member of the family of such 
person. Said board shall take receipts by name, or, if the name he unknown, by a 
description, for each body delivered; all receipts so obtained by said l)oanl shall l)e 
properly filed by it. 

Sac. 4. That no school except the medical schools of the United States Army and 
Navy shall receive any body under the provisions of this Act until said s(;hool has 
given bond to the District of Columbia, an<1 the Board of Commissioners of said Dis- 
trict has approved such lx)nd, which said bond shall l>e in the penal sum of two 
hondred doIlarB and conditioned that all iKxlies which said school shall receive shall 
be used in said District and only for the promotion of the science and art of medi- 
cine and of dentistry. 

Sac. 5. That it shall be the duty of each and every officer, agent, and oinployee of 
every school and board receiving Ixxlies under the provisions of this Act to see that 
such bodies are used in the District of Columbia and for tlw promoticm of the science 
and art of medicine and of dentistry, and for no other i)nri>oHe whatsfH'ver, and that 
after beingso used the remains thereof are disposed of in accordance with law. 

Sec. 6. That any person who shall, in the District of Cohnnhia, sell or buy any 
body aforesaid, orin any way traffic therewith, or transmit or convey any such bo<ly 
to any place outside of saia District, or cause or procure anv such body to lx» so 
transmitted or conveve<l, or who shall, in said District, disturf) or remove, without 
legal permit, any bo^y from any grave or vault, shall, on conviction thereof, l)e lined 
not more than two hundred dollars or imprisoned in the workhouse of siiitl District 
for not more than one year. 

Sbc. 7. That neither the United States nor the District of Colund)ia, nor any officer, 
agent, or servant thereof, shall be at any exj)ense by reason of the delivery of any 
body or bodies aforesaid, except such as may \>o proiK»rlv charpeable on account of 
bodies delivered to the medical schools of the Army and J^avy, the njcdical examining 
boards of the Army, the Navy, and the Marine- Hospital Service, anrl the hoard of 
medical sapervisore of the District of Columbia; but all expenses of such (Unlivery and 
distribution, except as hereinbefore specified, and of said anatomical l>(>ard, shall l)e 
paid by the schools receiving such Ixnlies, in such manner iu< may he specilied by 
said board and by such sc'hool in proportion to the nunil)er of iNxlies wliich it has 
received; and no school which has failed or refusexl to pay its just proportion of such 
expense as determined by said l>oard shall be allowed to receive any l>ody or bodies, 
or parts thereof , while the amount so due remains unpaid. 

DBC. 8. That any person having any duty enjoined upon hini by tlie ])rovisions of 
this Act who willfufly neglects, rehises, or fails to perform th(» same, shall, upon con- 
viction thereof, be punished by a fine of not more than one humlred dollars or by 
imprisonment in the workhouse of the District of C!olumbia for not more than one 
year. 

Sec. 9. That all prosecutions under this Act shall be in tlie i>olice court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, on information brought in the name of said Districrt on its l>ehalf. 

Sac. 10. That all Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act lx% and the same 
are hereby, repealed. 

Approved, April 29, 1902. 



AN ACT Relative to the control of «l<>gs in the Distrift of Cohimbia. 

Be it enacted by the SeruUe and Hofme. of Reprrnt'niaiiren of the United States of America 
in Confess tumemhUd, That sections thret*, four, and nine of the Act of Congress 
approved June nineteenth, eighteen hundred and seventy-eight, entitled *'An Act 
to create a revenue in the District of Columbia by levying a tax \\\k)\\ all dogs therein, 
to make soch dogs personal pn)pertv, and for other purix)ses," be, and the same are 
hereby, amended so as to read as follows:

That if any owner or possessor of a fierce or dangerous dog shall permit 
the same to go at large in the District of Columbia, knowing said dog to be fierce or 
dangerous, to the danger or annoyance of the inhabitants, he shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars ; and if such animal 
shall attack or bite any person, the owner or possessor thereof shall, on conviction,

AN ACT To regulate the sale of yinues, semms, toxins, and analogous products in the District of 
Columbia, to regulate interstate traflnc in said articles, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled^ That from and after six months after the promulgation of the 
r^ulations authorized by section four of this Act no person shall sell, barter, or 
exchange, or offer for sale, barter, or exchange in the District of Columbia, or send, 
carry, sr bring for sale, Imrter, or exchange from any State, Territory, or the District 
of Columbia into any State, Territ<^)rv, or the District of Columbia, or'f rom any foreign 
country into the United States, or from the United States into any foreij^n country, 
any virus, therapeutic serum, toxin, antitoxin, or analogous product applicable to 
the prevention and cure of diseases of man, unless (a) such vinis, serum, toxin, anti- 
toxin, or product has been propagated and prejMired at an establishment holding 
an nnsuspended and unrevoked license, issued by the Secretary of the Treasury as 
hereinafter authorized, to nrofvagate and prepare such virus, serum, toxin, antitoxin, 
or product for sale in the District of Columbia, or for sending, bringing, or carrying 
from place to place aforesaid, nor (b) unless each package of such virus, serum, 
toxiii, antitoxin, or product is plainly marked with the proper name of the article 
contained therein, the name, address, and license number of the manufacturer, and 
the date beyond which the contents can not be expected beyond reasonable doubt to 
yield their specific results: Provided^ That the suspension or revocation of any license 
shall not prevent the sale, barter, or exchange of any virus, serum, toxin, antitoxin, 
or product aforesaid which has been sold and delivered by the licentiate prior to such 
suspension or revocation, unless the owner or custodian of such virus, serum, toxin, 
antitoxin, or product alorcsaid has been notified by the Secretary ot the Treasury not 
to sell, barter, or exchange the same. 
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Sec. 2. That no person shall falsely label or mark any package or container of any 
virus, serum, toxin, antitoxin, or pniduct aforesaid; nor alter any label or nuak on 
any packa^;^ or container of any virus, serum, toxin, antitoxin, or product aforeBaid 
so as to falsify such label or mark. 

8rc. 3. That any officer, agent, or employee of the Treasury Department, duly 
detailed by the Sei^retary of the Treasury for that purpose, may during all reaaon- 
able hours enter and inspect any establishment for the propagation and preparation 
of any virus, serum, toxin, antitoxin, or product aforeHaia for sale, barter, orexcluuDge 
in the District of Columbia, or to be sent, carried, or brought from any State, Terri- 
torv, or the District of C-olumbia into any other State or Territory or the Dutoct of 
Columbia, or from the Tnited States into any foreign country, or from any foreign 
country into the United States. 

Sec. 4. That the Surgeon-General of the Army, the Surg^n-General of the Navy, 
and the supervising Surgecm-General of the Marine-Hospital Service, be, and they 
are hereby, ci>nstituted a board with authority, subject to the approval of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, to promulgate from time to time such ruies as may be neces- 
sary in the judgment of said board to govern the issue, suspension, and revocation 
of licenses for the maintenance of establishments for the propagation and preparation 
of viruses, serums, toxins, antitoxins, and analogous products, applicable to the pre- 
vention and cure of diseases of man, intended for sale in the District of Columbia, 
or to Ix^ sent, carried, or brought for sale from any State, Territory, or the District of 
Columbia, into any other State, Territ(»ry, or the District of Columbia, or from the 
Unite<i States into any foreign country, or from any foreign country into the United 
States: l^mdedy Thai all licenses issiieii for the maintenance of establishments for 
the propagation and preparation in any foreign countrv of any virus, serum, toxin, 
antitoxm, or product aforesaid, for sale, l)arter, or exchange in the United States, 
shall he issued upon condition that the li(rentiates will permit the inspection of the 
establishments where said articles are propagated and prepared, in accordance with 
section three of this A<*t. 

Sec. 5. That the Secretary of the Treasury be, and he is hereby, authoriaed and 
directed to enforce the provisions of this Act and of such niles and regulations as 
may be made by authority thereof; to issue, suspend, and revoke licenses for the 
maintenance of eFtablinhments aforesaid, and to detail for the discharge of such 
duties such officers, ajriiits, and employees of the Treasury Department as may in 
his judgment Ik? necessary. 

Sec. 6. That no jH^rson shall interfere with anv officer, agent, or employee of the 
TretiHury Dof^artnient in the performance of any (luty impo8e<i upon him by this Act 
or by regulations made by authority thereof. 

Skc. 7. That any person who shall violate, or aid or abet in violating, any of the 
provisions of this Act shall be PunisluMl by a tine not excee<ling five hundred <lollars 
or by iinprisoniiient not exceening one year, or by l)oth such fine and imprisonment, 
in the discretion of the court. 

Skc. S. That all Acts and parts of A(te inconsistent with the provisions of this Act 
lx\ an<l the same are hiTcby, rejiealed.

"cities of \Vasliinj:ton or (ieor^et<»wrr' wherever they occur in said ordinance, and 
inserting: in lieu thereof the words "I)i^t^ictof C/olumbia;'* and by strikinff out of 
said ordinance the word "cities" and ins<?rtin>r in lieu thereof the word '^District** 

The sai<l ordinance is further amended by adding thereto the following, to be 
known as sections 9, 10, anrl 11 :

Any person violating any of the provisions of this section 
shall, upon, conviction thereof. Be punished by a tine of not less than live dollars nor 
more than twenty-five dollars for each and every such offense. '^

*' R(;^uIationK to wcure u full and cornet re<?ord of vltHl HtatisticH, Including the rMristration of mar- 
riages, births, and deaths, the intorraiMit, disinterment, and removal of the dead In the District of 
Columbia."

Ordernl: That in view of the fact that retiinis of all marriages solemnized in the 
District of Cohimbia an; now reiJiuiriNl by law (section 1298, 81 Statutes, 1393) to be 
made to the clerk of the Hiipreiiu; court of siiid District, which renders it superfluous 
to record such inarriajj:et< in the health dejvartment of the District, also, the second 
8i»ction of the Kejjrulations of the Board of Health, entitleii "Regulations to secure a 
full and correct record of vital statistics, including the rt^gistration of marriagee, 
Vnrths, and deaths, the intennent, disinterment, and removal of the dead in the 
District of Columbia," as follows, is hereby rejwaled: 

**Ser()inl. That it shall be the duty of every clerj^ryman, ma^strate, or other 
pc^rson who shall |H»rfonn any marriage ceremony within the District of Columbia to 
re]K)rt each marriage ceremonv solemnized by him to the registrar aforesaid, wiUiin 
forty-eight hours thereafter, giving the full name, age, color, occupation, birthplace 
(State or county), and legal residence of each i>er8on married, and the date of such 
marriage." 

Here follows the regulations amended as above. 

REfiULATlONS to st'TMin* ii full an<l I'Drrrot record of vital statistics, includinjir the registration of 
marriiiKcs. births, and deaths, the interment, disinterment, and removal of the deed in the District 
of (V>Iinnbia. 

First. It is hereby ordered by the ]>oard of health of the District of Columbia that 
then; shall b(» elected or apiiointi^l from its members, as the board may direct, an 
ofhcer named anri known as the n'gistrar of vital statistics of the Distriirt of Colum- 
bia, but who mav 1.h> designated registrar, an<l who shall, under the direction ojf said 
board, keep a full and correct record of vital statistics, issue such pemiita as are 
hereinafter required, make and publish a weekly statement of births, marriaees, and 
deaths in said District, and i)erform such other duties as are hereinafter providecL 
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Third. That any phymciaa, accoucheur, uiidwiie, or other person in cliaive who 
bIibII attend, asiet, or advise Kt the birth of bjiv cbil<l within the District of Coiuiu- 
bia, shall KDort to the reKistrar aforesaid, within six duvH thereafter, elating di»- 
tinctly the date of birth, sex, and color of the child or cnildren bom, its or their 
physical condition, whether stillborn or not, the full name, nativity, and reeridenee 
ol the parentfi, and maiden name of the mother of euch child or children. 

Fourth. That whenever auj; person shall die within the DiBtrict of Columbia it 
aball be the duty of the jihyBician attending' euch perHon daring his or her last sick- 
HFMi, or of the coroner of ttie District when the eaae comes under liitt ufRcial notice, 
Uf ftimish and deliver to the undertaker, or other person superintending the burJEU 
of nid deceased peison, a certtlimti.-, dnly a^ed, setting forth, aa far as the same 
may be asi^rtiuned, tlie name, age, color, sex, nativity (^ving State or country), 
MTupation, whether married or single, duration of residence in the District of 
Culumbia, cau»e, ilate, and )>Iaceof death (n^ving street and number), and duration 
of Idst aicknese of euuh deceased person. Atid it shall be theduty of the undertaker, 
or other person in charge of the burial of such deceaeed pen<on, to slate in said cer- 
tiUcate the date and place of Imrial, ainl having signed the satiie, to forwanl it to the 
iegi(>trar aforesaid within twenty-fi'iir boure after snch death: fiwide'!. That in case 
Oldeath from any infectious or conliigioiifldJBeBse said certiliutte shall lie so made 
sihI forwarded within eight hours thereafter. 

Fifth. That no inl«rmenl or diunterment of the dead body of any human being, 
or diapoflition thereof in any lomb^ vault, or cemetery shall [le mode within the Da- 
tiict of CViIamhia without a permit therefor, grante<l by the board of health of said 
j^trict, nor otherwise than in accordance therewith. And Dosestonorulher person 
aball aasiat in, or assent to, or allow any such interment or disinterment to tie made 
nntil such permit has been given as aforesaid; and it shall be the duty of every sex- 
ton or other person having charge of any burying ground, cemetery, tomb, or vault, 
as aforesaid, who shall receive any such permit, to preserve and return the same to 
the registtar aforesaid before 6 o'clock p. tn. of the Saturday following the day of 
burial; and no sest<in, undertaker, or other person shall bury, or cause to be buned, 
the tMtdy of any deceaiied pereon within the District of Columbia eKirept in such 
grounds as are now known and used as burial grounds, or such as shall hereafter be 
By law designated and authorized to be used as such. 

Sixth. That no dead body or part of the dead body of any human being shall be 
in any manner carried or conveyed from, in, to, or tbrough the District of Columbia 
by any person, or by means of^any boat, veasel, ear, stage, or other vehicle, or by 
public or private conveyance, without a pennit therefor fir^ granted by the board of 
health of Mid District-, and when the remains of any deceased person are to be con- 
veyed, transferred, or removed beyond the limits of the District of Columbia, it shall 
be tlie duty of the pereon, or agent, or officer of the corporation having charge of the 
eonveyanre, transfer, or removal, to deta<rh, fign, and return the coupon attat!hed to 
Mjd nerrajt to the registrar of vital slatistica of the Iward of health aforesaid before 
C o'clock p. m. of the Saturday following the conveyance, transfer, or removal of 
Bid remains: ProBided, Thai the same effect may be given by aaid board to a burial 
Of transit permit issued by the proper authority of any other place or jurisdiction, 
when the death of the person named in the permit shall have occurred within such 
]i1B(« or iurisdiction. 

Seventh. That whenever a permit for burial is applied for in case of deatli without 
tfae attendance of a physician, or if it be imj>os»ble to obtain a pbygician's certificate. 
It ehall be theduty of the health ofllcer to investigate the cause and circumstances of 
Buch death; to make and sign the certitlcatt^ required by section 4 of these regula- 
ti<ins, and if not satisfied as to the cause and circumstances of such death he shall so 
report to the board of health, who shall refer the case to the coroner of the District 
for investigation and report, and said coroner is hereby required to make such 
jnvcadgation and report 

Eighth- That it shall be the duty of every physidan, accouchetir, midwife, undet^ 
taker, sexton or superintendent of any cemetery, or other person having charge of 
the nme, practicing medicine or doing business within the Diatrict of Columbia, to 
^ . . _ hie or her name in a book or liooks to be provided for auch purpose, at the 
vHice of the board of health of said Districl^ giving full uame, residence, and place 
at bueineae, and in case of removal from one place to another in said District to make 
change in aaid register accordingly. 

Ninth. That anv person who shall violate, or aid and abet iu violating, any of the 
"'""insof the for^toing regulations, shall, upon conviction thereof by competent 
anthoritv, be punished by a fine of not less than twenty-five nor more than 
hundred dollars for each and every such offense. 
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Tenth. That all rules, regulations, and ordinances heretofore passed by this board 
inconsistent with the provisions of these refnilations be, and the same are hoeby, 
repealed. 

Eleventh. That these regulations shall take effect and be in force on and after the 
first day of August, A. D. 1874.

First. It is hereby ordered that physicians reouired to register their names under 
the eighth regulation of the board, to secure a lull and correct record of vital sta- 
tiHtics, do so upon a license received from some chartered medical society or upon a 
diploma received from some medical school or institution. 

Second. That the expression ''physical condition," as employed in the stirtate 
heretofore enacted bv the legislative assembly of the District, and incorponited in 
the third regulation, be defined as follows: **the ffeneralphynealeondUhn^* whether 
healthy or unhealthy. But in no case will the board require in the enforcement of 
this rule that sick-lxnl or confidential communicationsmadeto physidaDsbe revealed 
in the report required by this third regulation. 

Third. That on and after the fifteenth day of next month, by which time all 
physicians of the city may have registered according to the requirements of the 
Ixmrd, the regulation with regard to penalties be rigidly enforced; and that up to 
that date the regulation with regard thereto, as far as any violations thereof have 
occurred, and as far as this board is concerned, as prosecutors, the same be not 
enforced.

8MOKE LAW. EVIDENCE; EXPERT TESTIMONY. 

1. The act of Congrow of Fobniary 2. 1M99, dt^'larinR the emiasion <»f dense hlacV or gray smoke from 

the sraokeHtHckH or chiiuueys'oi curtain (rla$>se8 of buildings, a public nuisance, and proTiding a 
penalty therefor, \» on its face valid; following Moses r. United States, 28 Wash. Law Rep., 5M. 

2. Tne purpose of the act in to prevent the emisKion of certain dense black or gray smoke horn the 

Htacks and chimneys of certain classes of buildings, and not merely to prevent the emiflrionof 
smokeonly m* far asthe adoption of smoke-ctmsumingor other devices can Hecnresuch prevention. 

3. The quiistion a'^ to how ninch knowledge a witness must possess of a certain science or art fn order 

that hi.M opinion shall lie competent evidence, is a matter largely in the discretion of tlie trial 
court, ami it^ ruling will W. disturlK*<i only when clearly erroneous. 

4. In a proscculi^m under said a<'t, evidence offered on behalf of defendant that he was real-estate 

officer of a trust company owning the building fmm which the prohibited smoke was emitted and 
as such had charge of the building and furnaces; that he had examined the subject of abatement 
of smoke and was qualified by experience to speak as to it; that there was no device or method 
to be use<l in connection with* hard. soft, or mixed coal or other materials that woul<l cause com- 
bustion without emitting any smoke whatever, and that ft was physically impossible to comply 
with the terms of said act of Congress, was excluded. Held, that defendant had not been shown 
competent to testify as an expert, but that even if he were so competent, the evidence was 
inadmissible. 

No. 1193. Decided May 20, 1902. 

In error to the polico court of the District of Columbia. Affirmed.

Mr. A. B. Duvall, city solicitor, and Mr. E. H. Thomas, assistant, for the defendant 
in error. 

Mr. Justice Siiep-vrd dclivere<l the opinion of the court: 

1. Two infonnations in the i)olice court charged Thomas Bradley, as the occupant 
of a building, with two distinct violations of the act of Congress of February 2, 1899, 
prohibiting the emission of a ct^rtain character of smoke from the chimneys of such 
buildings. The informations were trie<i together, and the defendant was convicted 
under both and sentenced to pay a fine of $20 for each offense. 

The bill of exceptions reserveil on the trial and on which the writ of error was 
applied for and grante<l recites the following offer of e\idence on behalf of the 
defendant, which was rejected: 



ility that lie whs "the real-estate officer of the Waaliin^;- 
. ,- squiring the use of boiliirN 

ami fumacea, uiil the Imilding from whirh tht- eaid smoke n'lU' ntid to liave been 
t-mitled, And had been imi'b officer fur a period of about tliree years; that he had 
iharpeof thehimafee an<l operating of saia htiildine, and was thoroughly scqiwinted 
'herewith; (hat he had given the subject of the abatement of smoke exauiioation 
and was qiudided to apeak from hie experient^e in reference to etad matter; and for- 
iher, the defendant ottered to prove iiv this witiieen and other witneBsea that there 
waa no known devire, maehlne, or method to be used dther in connection with hard, 
M>ft, or mixed coals, or other mnterialdj which would cause combustion witliout 
emitting any Bmoke whateverr, and that it is physically impossible to comply with 
tbe tennii of the act of ConercM wluch declaive that the etninsion of deneve or thick 
black or gray emoke or cinclen' from any Hmokeatack or chimney used in connection 
with any statioiian' engine, xteam boiler, or furnace of any description within the 
District of Columbia is a public nuiBan<«." 

2. The first and aecond errors assigned on behalf of the plaintiff in error, attack the 
coneititutiiuialityof the act of Congress declaring the emlH^ion of dense, or thick black, 
or gray Rtnoke to be a naiaance. 

This question was argued before us in a farmer case arising under this act, and upon 
foil consideration we then decided, that, for all that a|>!)eareil on the face of the act 
or in the CTidenee submitted, ita enactment was entirely within the power (interred 
apon Congress to le^slate for the government of the District of Columbia (Mosea v. 
Cnil«!8tatM,16 App. D. C, 428; 28 Wash. Uw Rep., 598.) 

The opinion delivered in that esse eiiflicieDtIv meets the argument in the case at 
bar and rendera further diiicushiion orcitatioit of authority annpcessary. 

3. The next assignment presents a ijuesCion on the constraction of the act. 

The contention that "the act is designed tci prevent the emission of smoke only so 
far as tbendoptioii of emoke-consuminu or other devices can setrare such prevention," 

is founded on the fifth section, wbicn reails as follows: " *'—' — -■ '—'■ — ''■■ - 

■hall be made agtunst any method or dt^vli'v uhi'li iiiny I^k 
of smoke and which accompliahe*' the iiiin">-c- nf iliin ;iit. 

Weckn not conctir in this view of Ihi' init-rjti f r.ni^ri'«s. 

The plain purpose of the act i» Ui proliihii I In- Lrni-^i.d nf certain dense black or 
firay smoke, described in the first section, I" ruin ili,' .-■liii'li;' or chimneys of certain 
classes of budtlings. Sectiim 2 defines the ]>ersoTis who may be punished for the 
ninon of such smoke. Section 3 declares each day's vi lation of the act a separate 
Sense and prescribi* the inmiabnienl therefor. Section 4 jirovidew for the detail of 
Bpectora from time to time, who shall, under the supervision of the health depart- 
lent of the District^ cause llie prosecution of violators of the law. 
As was said in Sloses i: United Slates, snpra, p. 440, in susl^ning the exclusion of 
ridence tending to show that, there wasno Known appliance that would prevent the 
BiiMionof dense hiai-k smoke in starting fir««, coaling, or "rakiiigdown, in furnaces 
Ulsuming bituminouB coal: "That there may be no smoke-conmnning appliance 
Mt will, under all circumstances, prevent the nuisance is not a matter nf relevancy, 
lie bets concerning them were presumably within the knowledge of Congress also 
'hen it toiik action; and no provision has been made for their use. The use of 
iK>kd(«B fuel instead may have been expressly contemplated." 
In section n, Congreta, assuming that different appliances might nossibly be fnunil 
> consume all of the smoke of furnaces skillfully constructed and operated, recoe- 
the probability of their use in instances rather Ilian a change to smokeleffl fuel, 
seeks merely to provide against possible unjust discriminations between such 

„ _ the part of^the inspectors charged witii the institution of proeecations for 

TioUtians of the law, provided only that the device adopted be one "which ac<'om- 
jdishes the pnrposes of this act." 

The controlhng purpose of the act, as before pointed oul, is in' the first section, 
■nd had Congrcm intended merely to require the nse, in all stationary furnaces, of 
Bome onp of the numerous smokt^-eonBtiniing appliances which had been invented 
Rnd pat npon the market, it would have so dei'lared, instead of absolutely prohibiting 
•he emiwion of the described smoke under any and all circumstances. 

4. The last assignment of error goes to the refusal of the court to permit the plain- 
S in error to testify on his own behalf as redte<l in the bill of exceptions. 
Again, we are of the opinion that the court did not err. 

In the fiiBt place, the question as to how much knowledge a witness mnst possete 
«{ a certain science or art in order Ibat his opinion shall lie competent evidence " is 
4 iDatt«r whicJi, in the nature of thin^. must lie left largely to the discretion of the 
trial conrt, anil its ruling thereon will not I<c disturbed unless clearly erroneous." 
tChalewigaf Iran Co. c Blake, 144 IJ. g., 47tt, 4H4.) 
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It is very far from clear that the witneflH was competent to testify as an expert in 
respect of the matter of inquiry. 

On the contrary, we are inclined to the opinion that it is more clear that he was 
not. He was the real-estate officer of the trust company and as such had general 
charge of the building, and, presumably, of all buildings l>elonging to, or under the 
control of his employer. It was in this capacity, and not as a mechanical en^i^ineer, 
that he had charge of the fumaire and the operation of the building. It does not 
appear that he had charge of the actual operation of the furnace, or that he was 
competent to operate it in nerson. 

The question to be elucioated was a practical one, that re(|uired practical knowl- 
edge and experience on the part of the witness to enable him to express a compe- 
tent opinion. The facts of u\e witness's qualification are analagous to those in the 
case of Chateaugay Iron Co. v. Blake, supra. 

There the witness was offered to express an opinion as to the daily crufihing capacity 
of an ore mill, and his exclusion was sustained on appeal. As said by Mr. Justice 
Brewer, who delivered the opinion of the court: ''This witness testified that he had 
been general mana^r of the defendant company for six years, and that he was at the 
mill as often as twice a month, and usually went there once a week. He does not 
appear to have been a practical machinist, or to have had any special knowledge of 
mining or crushing machinery. He was not superintendent of the workings of the 
mine or of the macninery, ana does not claim to have been there regularly, or, indeed, 
oftener than once a week, and, as general manager, was apparently more employed 
in the financial and outside business affairs of the company than in the details of the 
mining or the practical workings of the machinery." 

In the case at bar, moreover, the recital is. that the witness '* had given the subject 
of the abatement of smoke examination, ana was qualified to speak from his experi- 
ence in reference to the matter." 

Instead of expressing his own opinion of his qualification, it was incumbent upon 
him to state the facts and circumstances tending to show the nature and extent of 
his knowledge and experience, so that the court could determine his competency 
therefrom. 

But had the witness been shown, or admitted, to be an expert in the practical 
oi)eration of furnaces and smoke-consuming appliances, his statement, in the terms 
of the offer, would be inadmissible for other reasons. 

That there can be no combustion of any kind of fuel witliout the emission of ''any 
smoke whnterer^^ does not meet the (juestion. 

All Hmoke is not prohibited, but only the thick or dense black or gray smoke, 
which the statute declares to be a nuisance. 

The further offer to ti^stify that it is physically impossible to comply with the act 
of Congress prohibiting the dense blai'k or gray smoke, is the mere statement of a 
conclusion— a broad generalization, without giving or offering to give the facts upon 
which it is foun(le<l, or by which its soundness and weight can be tested. 

The somewhat startling pro|>osition that there is no accessible fuel of any descrip- 
tion whatsoever whi<;h can be burneil in a stationary -engine furnat^e of pnjper 
construction and skillful operation, in cooperation with some approved smoke- 
consuiniiig device, without the emission of the prohibited character of smoke, is 
pro|K)unde<l without the suggestion of a single fact or attesteii experiment in its 
support. It was not even proposed to show that the furnace in question was of 
skillful modem (ronstruction and supplied with a proj)er smokestack, or that an 
approved smoke-consuming device had Ixien attacheil to it, much less, that reasonable 
and satisfactory experiments had been made with different kinds of ordinary fuel in 
an attempt U) comply with the law. 

As the of)eration f)f the furnaces in large buildings for purposes of heating, power, 
etc., is uniiuestionably necessary to the enjovment of their ownership, any regulation 
with whicn it would l)e imi)ossible to comply, by the use of any known and accessi- 
ble fuel, would l>e lyeyond the iKJwer of Congress to enact. Biit an act of Congress, 
in the exercise of its onlinary i)olico power, as this appears to Ix* on its face, is not 
to In* lightly set aside as unreasonable and oppressive. The conditions which would 
justify such an exercise of tlie judicial iK)wer of review must be clearly established. 

Tl)e (»stal)lishment of thc^kj conditions would necessitate a wide range of inquiry 
embracing the following, among others iK)ssibly: 

(1) What is the condition of the particular furnace or furnaces and smokestacks 
under consideration in resi)ect of ccmstniction, maintenance, and operation? 

(2) Have any well-known or approve*! smoke-consuming devices txjen applied in 
a manner and under conditions favorable to their operaticm? 

(8) Wliat character and quaUty ot fuels are attainable in the market and have 
been ustnl? 
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(4) Results of experiments made in good faith with the different fiiels in connec- 
tion with properly constructed furnaces and approved smoke-consuming appliances. 

Evidence going to these points and perhaps others of like nature, should l)e 
received if onercS on hehalf of a defendant; and in connection with Ruoh as might 
be elicited by Gross-examination, or introduced on l)ehalf of the prosecution, would 
present the necessary facts on which the reasonableness of the statute may l^e fully 
and foirly determinea. 

The evidence offered in this case fell far short of these requirements, an we have 
seen, and was properly held inadmissible. 

There being no error in the proceedings, the judgments will l)e affirmed, with 
ooets. It is so ordered.

Lindley E. Sinclair, plaintiff in error, >». The District of Columbia. 

8M0KE law; evidence; construction of statute. 

Pteintiff in error was prosecntcd in the police court upon an information charging him. an occupant 
and agent of a certain building situated at the premises of the United suites Electric Lighting 
Oompany. with violating the provisions of the act of Februarv 2, 1899. i>n)hi biting the emission of 
dense black or gray smoke from smokestacks or chimneys. Held— 

L That oonveraations had with defendant twelve and eighteen months previously, in which he 
stated that he was superintendent of the power houses of tbc company, and letters written and 
signed by him in his official capacity, were admissible, in (>onne(;tion with other evidence in 
the case. 

2. A qaestion asked on crons-examination of the engineer of the company, called as a witness for the 
prosecution, as to how he got his supply of coiil for running the ma(*hinery, was properly excluded. 

8. £vidence as to whether the emitted smoke could, under any cin^umstances, occasion material 
injury, inconvenience, or discomfort to the public, and to show that its emission could not be 
prevented without shutting down the furnaces and ceasing to operate the plant, was properly 
exdnded; following Moses r. United States, 28 Wash. Law Rep. 598; Bradley v. District of Colum- 
bia, ante. p. 455. 

4. The general term, building, as used in the act of February 2, 1889, inelndes all the contiguous 
structures occupied and used in the prosecution of one general business use or purpose; and 
therefore the occupancy of the defendant, a^ the general representative of the corporation. 
extended to every part of the premises used in carrying on the general business, and the fact that 
he kept his private office and desk in a particular place on the premises removed from the boiler 
or furnace room to which the smokestacx was attached is immaterial In detenninlng the question 
of bis liability. 

No. 1219. Decided June '23. 1902. 

In error to the police court of the District of Columbia; affirmed. 

Mr. C. C. Cole, Mr. J J. Darlington, and Mr. W. C. Sullivan for the plaintiff in 
error. 

Mr. A. B. Duvall, city Bolicitor, and Mr. E. H. Thomas, assistant, for the defendant 
in error. 

Mr. Justice Shepard delivered the opinion of the court: 

1. The plaintiff in error has been convicted in the police court of the District of 
Columbia under an information charging him with the violation of the act of Con- 
gress of February 2, 1899, prohibiting the emis-sion of dense or thick black or gray 
smoke or cinders from the smokestacks or chinmeys attax^hed to stationary engines, 
boilers, and fornaces in buildings in the District of Columbia. The information con- 
tains two counts. The first charges the defendant, Lindley E. Sinclair, as the " occu- 
pant of a certain building, to wit, the building situated at the premises of the United 
States Electric Lighting Company, in square numlx?red two hundred and fifty-nine 
(259) in the city aforesaiti, m the Distnct aforesaid, to which said building there is 
attached a smokestack and chimney used in connection with a certain stationary 
enjnne, steam boiler, and furnace in said building, ' etc. 

The second count charges the said defendant as "the agent of a certain building" 
situated as before descrilxMl in count 1. 

2. The first assignment of error is on an exception taken to the admission of the 
evidence of the witness Lynch relating to a conversation ha<l with the plaintiff in 
error. 

Lynch is an inspector of the health department, which is charged with the duty of 
enforcing the law Having testified lo the emission of the prohibited smoke from 
the smokestack of the power house ol the Electric Lighting Company in square No. 
259, at several different times on February 25, li»02, he proceeded t^) state that about 
eighteen months before, he ha<l visitwl the plant with a view to ascertain who had 
supervision ol the same; that he saw the deiendant and told him he had t>een detailed 
to aid in the enforcement ot the 'smoke law,' and inquired what steps had been 
taken to abate the smoke nuisance at the vanous power houses, that defendant said 
that he was superintendent of and had supervision over the power tiouaeaol Itve c»iu- 
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IMiny, inolii(lir)ir that in square No. 259; that six montha later he made another vhnt 
iiiui had another n>n vernation with defendant; that defendant then Raid that th.y 
wi^re negotiating for KiiH»ke <i>n&iinnerH and ex^K'cttHl to orevent the emiaeion of thV 
objcM'tionahh'Hnioke; that defemiant waH then informed tnat Pomethin>^ most bedone 
or I)rofHM■^ti^n^« would V)e inntituteil. Objectitm was made by defenrlant on tlie 
^mundn, firnt, that the <late was too remote, and, second, that the a^ncvof the 
<lefendant f(»r the Kle<*tri(> Lighting Company could not be ]m)ve<l l\v the adniisioii 
of the alleginl agent. 

The objei'tion that the admiwion of the defendant was made too long before \h^ 
date of the offense (^hargi^l, if well taken, was cure<i by additional testimony tending 
to show that at and 8ul>hKH]tient to the date of the offense the defendant was the geu- 
eral i^iiiKTintendentof the Lighting (Vmi|>any, and assueh had hisofHcein the build- 
ing on naid wiuare 259. Part of this testimonv <*onHiste<l of letters written by defend- 
ant, aHgenenilsii{>erinten<lent, to the District (^uuniissionera, relating to water supply, 
billn, et(;., for the plant, output of electricity, etc. The last, dated Februarys, 1902, 
was a rejiort of the (piantity of coal consumed in October, November, and December, 
HH)1, and January, liK)2. The engineer in charge of the thirteen furnaces also testi- 
ficMi that he had U^en emnloytMl by defendant and his jiay a^^reed upon with him; 
that defendant WHS genenil HU|KTintendent and hissupenorofhcer, ana that he made 
verl>al and written rei»orts to him fmm time to time relating to the operation and 
rt»pairH of the Ixnlers an<l engim^. 

The general wM-retary <»f the Kleirtri<* Lighting Company was called for the defend- 
ant, and Htattnl that defendant had lieen apiM>ihted stijHirintendent bv oral order of 
the prenident of the (*oiiiiianv, made in the presence of the witnera. On croas-exam- 
inati<»n hestati'd that dt'iemfant had l>een told "to go down there and look after the 
openition of the plant." (It would seem from this and other statements that the 
geneml office of the eoinitany ifl Undated elsewhere; but the fact was not undertaken 
to Ih? provtMl.) 

In the course of the examinatitm alKo of the engineer in imme<liate chaise of the 
himaces and engines, c«Hinst»l for defendant statetl: **There in no quc^stion about Mr. 
Sinclair's general authority to <lireet alnnit the re|»airs of the ma<'hinery wherever 
n(M'ef»sary, and the o|H'rating of the inaehinerv to a certain extent." 

The conversation uf Lyiu-li with the dt'feinlant, as well as the letters of the latter 
as g(*nenil Huixirintendent, wen? a<lniisHible aimin^'t him. The pn>!«e<'ution was that 
of defendant as oi-cupant and a;rent, and not of his princifwl for his acts ii.** such 
agent. The adnussioii was nfferetl to incriminate hitn ami not his ]»rinri]ial. 

.">. There was noernir in rl■Iu^^ing to permit the defendant, in theeros.-'-exaniination 
of the enu'iiM'cr. Bolton, Ut ask, *Mio\v he >!ot his supply of coal for ninning the 
machinery?'' There is nothing in the reconl to show the relevancy of the j>n^pt^s(*<l 
evidence. However, lunl the pnriMiM* Iwen <h*<*lartMl to show that the defendant had 
nothing to do with the punhase and sn]»])lv of the <'oal for <'on>umption in the fur- 
naces, the exclnsion of tin* tt'stinionv ^^o^lid not he error. 

If defendant was the oc« upant of the hnihling fi« m the ."inoketack of which the 
])n)hihited sniokt* had been eniitt«'d, acting as tlu' i:i neial .'-i»|M'rintendent and agent 
of the owner, then he is jmni.'-halile by the express terms of the act c)f Congrt\«s, no 
matter by ^\hon^ tlu» c<»al may hav(* been i>un'ha.«*-d or funiishetl, or ai'tiially ]>laeeil 
in the fmnat <'s for consnniption. 

4. Then' was no error in refusing to ]K*rniit a witness to testify wh«'ther the smoke 
that was emitteil on Fe]>ruarv 2'>, nM>2, could un«ler anv circnnjstanivs oen'asion 
material injnrv, inconvenience, or <lisconifort to the jmblic. MoHi*s r. rnite<l States, 
It) Apj). ]). C.* 441; 2S Wa.-^h. I^iw Ke])., 59S. 

5. The next a.<sijjmnenti)f error n'lates to the exclusion of testimony i»ffereil to 
sliow that the tMnission of the prohibittMl smok«' could not 1h' preventtHl without 
shutting down the furnaces and ceasinir the operation of the i>lant. 

Without re<*iting and analvzing thistestifuoiiv, it is sullicieiit to sav that it is Mnii- 
lar in character to that recentlv con.-idered in the ca-e of linidlev r. District of 
Columbia, .'lO W. L. K., 45."), and was rightly excluded for n'asons statcnl at length in 
the opinion in that case. 

(>. Krrors have U-tMi as.'iigne*! on <ertain instructit)ns given to the jury, as well as 
upon others that were i)niyed l)y \\\o defendant an<l n'fu.»*«Nl. to whi<'h, n»sjK»ctively, 
exceptions were rejiulary res^Tved. 

It is not worth while to consume spaci' by setting (»nt tln» lii*st and sei*ond instruc- 
tions. Of these it is suliicient to sav that tln-v corn'ctlv deliiie<l the law and the

We find no error in the action of the trial eourt.

Ije known as a single house*, or a tenement i'oij>'id<-Md :> • a psiri •.( .i hniMini' o< i n 
pie<l bv a distinct tenant. 

Looting at the general purjiosi^and se/^jKnf ihe;ift, ji i.. Mn^-onMiil 'Ilu ih.ii iIh 
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^^neral UimXy building, wfu* intended to include all the contiguous stroctares ooco- 
piiHl and uned in tlio pniHet'iitiim of one general buedaeeH use or purpose. Un^uee- 
tionably, too, if a natural person, as owner or lef«ee, conducted the same boBmeaB 
upon the vanie preini»ei« a>< deHcribe<i in the testimony, he would be liable as owner 
or occuiiant whether he had hiM private business office in a separate house on the 
preniini^H, or even if he ha<i no Huch private office at all. And if the same businen 
were carrier I on by a general n'presentative of a distant owner, such representative 
would Ix^ liable an occupant and agent under the same circumstances. 

As the pHMiiinen and LmsineKs lielonginl to a corporation, it could only act in its 
o])eration through repn'st^ntatives and agi^nts. 

That the defendant was the g(>neral managing representative and agent of the 
coriKtration in the c()n<Iuct of the business is put lieyond question by the evidence. 

He was not liniit^Ml to the su|>ervision of the office in a particular fiart of the build- 
ing, but was in maiuigi^nient and control of the o]>eration of the entire plant. That 
he kept his private otrice and di*sk in a particular place n^nioved from the boiler 
and funiiUH? room is a matt<Tof no importan(*e whatever in deteniiining his liability. 
As the general n»prt»«»ntative of the corporation, his occupancy extended to every 
part of the i)n'miHi'H umhI in carr>'ingon the j^neral business, anil his agency eztcoided 
to eatrh and every i»art of the general building. 

The judgment 'must Im^ atlinned, with ciwts. It is so ordered.

Likr No. 1211), nrcntlv decifhMl, this ciu*e conie.»< lH?fore us on awrit of error to the 
IK)lict* court of the I>iHtri(t, in which the ])laintiff in ern r, Lindl?y E. Sinclair, was 
convicted of the violation, on February 11, 1VK)2, of what is ctnnmtmly called the 
"smoke law," enacted by Congress for the District of Columbia. 

Tli(» onlv difference between this ca.«t» and X(». 1219, aforesai<l, is in the form of 
the information. 

This, in the ca.*H* at bar, c(Mitains but one count, which charges, that the defentlant 
in the city of Washington, District of Colninbia, on February 11, UH)2, "Inlying then 
and there the occupant of a certain building, to wit, the building situattMl at No. 213 
Fnnrteenth street northwest, in the city aforesaid, in the District of Columbia, to 
which said building there is attache<l a smokestack and chimney use<l in (xmnection 
witli a certain steam boiler, and furnace m sjiid building, the wiid Lindley K. Sin- 
clair, as such occupant, did then and there imlawfuUy causi*, iwrniit, ami allow the 
emission into the oim'Ii air," etc. 

in the preciMling <'ase (No. 12150, up(m evidence snbsbmtially similar in resptvt 
of the descriptKm of tlie pMMiiisi's where the Imsiness i»f the Cnited States Klei'trio 
Lighting Comi)anv is carrieil on, under the general suiKTintendenceof the defendant, 
it was held that the defeinlant, as such general snp«^rintendent of the comi>any, was 
nghtlv charged its occupant an<l agent of the building to wliich the smokestack waa 
directly attaeho<l, U'cause, among other grounds, each contiguous liouse ujKm the 
same premise's used in c^irrying on the business of the defentlani's princi]>al must t)e 
reganle*! as included in one general building. 

The information in Nn. 1219 did not undertake to descriU* the building by par- 
ticular number, as is the (H)ndition in tlie case at I ar. 

That the particular description of the bunding bystreet number was wholly unnec- 
essary there can l>e no doubt. 
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AfiBoming it to be tme, then, as contended on behalf of the plaintiff in error, that 
the evidence fails to show that the smokestack, from which the prohibited smoke 
was emitted, was attached to the particular one of the contiguous houses known as 
No. 213 Fourteenth street, the question arises, whether the prosecution was bound 
by the particular description as alleged. 

We are of the opinion that it was not. The street number of the building was not 
ao ingredient of the offense. It was not essential by way of identification, and 
coald nave been omitted without affecting the charge of the offense in any respect 
whatever. Being mere harmless surplusage, it could Le disregarded in evidence even 
if not allied under a videlicet United States v. Sumner, 3 Story, 12, 13; United 
States V. Vickery (U. S. C. C. Md.), I H. & J., 427; Rawlings v. State, 2 Md., 201, 
212; Henderson v. State, 105 Ala., 82, 85; McConnell v. State, 22 Tex. Ct. App. (Cr), 
354, 368; State v, Hecht, 23 Minn., 549. 

The all^ation of the particular number, however, was made under a videlicet, as 
shown in me extract from the information heretofore given. 

It is true that the videlicet would not have the effect to relieve the plea<ler from 
proof if the fact so alleged be necessary to the description of the identity of that with 
which it is connected. But when the particular allegation, descriptive of time, place, 
etc, is npt so essential, its statement under the videlicet clearly indicates that the 
pleader has not undertaken to prove the precise facts and circumstances so alleged, 
and he will not be held to them. 1 Greenleaf, Ev., Sec. 60; State v. Hecht, 23 
Minn., 549. 

All other questions in the case having been disposed of by the decision in No. 1219, 
the judgment will be afirmed with costs; and it is so ordered. 

Affirmed.
